When Ernesto Rossi w as lirst invited to 
display his histrionic ta le n ts outside of Italy

The veteran u n d ersto o d enough of 
Latin to know the m ean in g of the famous 
Cedant a nna tni/ir, an d e a rn e stly desired to 
see his son become a law y e r: but Ernesto's 
mind seemed to be filled by one single idea— 
that of the stage. 
H e w en t to the Saint 
Sebastian school of his n a tiv e city, readily 
learned all he w as ta u g h t, show ed a great 
deal of talent and taste fo r literatu re, but lie 
would forget even bis m eals if he had a play 
in his hands, 
lie w as born an actor if a man 
ever was. 
A t the age o f tw elve he had 
organized a theatre in his m odest house, and, 
together with another boy w ho afterw ard be­ 
come. the great singer D elle Sedie, he per­

Ilis new life w as very novel and 
j not very palatable, to D audet.

In the duke's antecham ber lie w ould 
see the king of Ilanover, the king of N aples, 


! Don Carlos and Queen Isabella, and w as not 
| careful to study them for the purposes of iie- 
tion. 
H e would hear of the scandals of roy­ 
alty, the Prince of O range’s escapades, th e in­ 
trigues of Russian grand dukes, and w as not 
struck with the idea o f using them to spice 
the history of K ing C hristian II., of Illyria. 
If he w ent to the agencies o f the lin e Casti- 
glione or hunted for bric-a-brac a t th e hotel 
Drouot, or carried a diplom atic m essage to 
W orth, the dressm aker, or w atched th e gam ­ 
blers at the M irlftons or the dancers a t Ma- 
bille, he was not in search of J . T om Levis, 
Sephora Leem ans, M. S prieht, th e P rince 
d’Axel, or any of the personages w hom lie af­ 
terw ard introduced to fam e in “ Les Kois en 
Exile.” 
These people and th eir doings lie fa- 
tenvard recalled when he found th a t th e pu b ­ 
lic wanted to hear about them . 
H e sickened 
of their com pany in the day w hen he knew 
them. 
He obtained a long fu rlough from the 
duke aud fled from Paris. 
In a ru in ed m ill 
of the country around A vignon, h e w rote 
m any of those short stories w hich should be 
his best title to the regard of posterity, and 
when the strong southern w inds cam e to dis­ 
turb his solitude, he m ade liis w ay to a little 
island, oil the Corsican coast, and took up his 
abode in a lighthouse. 
T h e w hole day he 
would spend in quiet contem plation on the 
rocks, the seagulls w hirling over his head. A t 
night he slept beneath th e rays of a huge lan­ 
tern. 
It was the happiest period of D au d et's 
life.

place; and its compensating effect being lost, 
denudation is relatively greater from th is 
cause alone. 


Hence, it appears that one result of m a n 's 
influence, by laying bare large tracts of land 
for cultivation, has been greatly to increase 
the erosion of the surface, in some instances, 
however, the action of man has been to check 
the natural transport of sediment.

Landerberger’s mill, owned by Joseph H ar­ 
vey, 1711 Bandolph street, was burned to­ 
night. 
The tire broke out about 'J:45. 
The 
neighbors rushed to the building and -saw the 
operatives at the windows on the third and 
fourth 
floors. They called to the girls not 
to j uni]», as ladders would be brought, but 
several sprang from the 
windows. 
The 
shrieks of tin* people in the building where 
escape was cut 
oil', 
were 
heartrending. 
Most of them jumped to the sidewalk, and a 
few escaped by the elevator rope. 
It is !>e- 
believeil that half of those injured will die. 
A t least twenty persons were injured. 
One 
girl is reported killed outright by striking 
the iron steps. Some are thought to be b u r­ 
ied iu the ruins. 
The lire, it is supposed, 
originated from sparks from the electric 
light firing a lot of material 011 the second 
floor.

The lire at Landerberger's mill last night 
originated in the finishing room on the second 
tioor and spread through the building with 
amazing rapidity. About forty-live hands, 
tw elve of whom were girls, were at work on 
the floor. 
The majority were engaged in the 
spinning and weaving departments 011 the up­ 
per floor. 
The wooden stairways at either 
end of the building were soon ablaze. 
The 
bridge connecting the building with another 
m ill was shut off from approach by fire­ 
proof doors, and in the absence of any fire 
escape a panic instantly ensued among the 
m en and women confined within the build­ 
ing. 
They rushed to the windows and called 
frantically to the crowd below to 
save 
them . 
It was proposed by the crowd to form 
in tlio street and catch the men and girls as 
th e y leaped out, but befbre fuiything could be 
done a young woman leaped from the fifth 
story. 
It seemed that every bone in her body 
w as broken, for she never spoke or breathed 
after striking the pavement. After this the 
im prisoned people seemed to become frenzied 
and though the crowd outside sought to en­ 
courage them by shouting that help would 
shortly be there, they began to jump from the 
w indow s like sheep. 
When the firemen were 
able to enter the building they found 011 the 
th ird floor the bodies of two females burned 
alm ost to a crisp, and a man badly scorched 
and 
dead. 
Before 
they could 
search 
fu rth e r the fourth floor with its heavy m a­ 
chinery came crashing through and they 
b arely escaped with their lives. The firemen 
w ere compelled to desist from their labors 
becaus*; the floors had gone through to the 
ground, and machinery, charred wood and 
w hat remained of the unfortunate operatives, 
ten or twelve, were mingled together iu an 
unrecognizable mass, which was seething and 
sending out columns of steam as the cold 
w ater -was poured upon it..

THE ELECTION. 


The result of tlte election iu Ohio is now 
kiyiwn. 
Governor Foster is re-elected by a 
reduced m ajority and a republican legislature 
is elected. 
This result is highly satisfactory 
as this is the off year in which the republicans 
are usually defeated. 
The election for gov­ 
ernor always occurs on the uneven years. 
The elections have gone half of the time re­ 
publican and half of the time democratic. 
This was the democratic turn. 
The republi­ 
cans have usually carried the elections for 
the year before the piesidentiai contest as in 
1S71, 1S75 and 1870. 
In the two latter years 
the contest was extremely close but the repub­ 
licans 
won. 
The 
election 
the 
year 
following 
the 
presidential 
election 
has 
usually 
been 
dull 
and 
the 
democrats 
have won as in 1S73 when Allen was elected, 
and 1877 when Bishop was elected. 
This 
was therefore their turn. 
The fact that the 
republicans have carried Ohio this year places 
it in the list of surely republican states. 
The republican party has now' carried Ohio 
for four successive years, and has been de­ 
feated only once in seven years. 
This is the 
best seven years’ record the republican party 
has had in Ohio. 
The chances for the 
tton of the democratic irumUiiate were un­ 
usually good,'as the republicans had not only 
to 
contend 
with 
indifference, but with 
the 
prohibition ' and 
liquor 
interests. 
The 
election 
of 
the 
legislature 
has 
no special significance as no United States 
senator will be elected by it. 
The next va­ 
cancy will be that of Senator Pendleton, 
which will occur March -1, 1SS5. 
In ISSS the 
legislature will be elected which elects his 
successor. 
The only advantage the democ­ 
racy would have by carrying the legislature 
would be. the opportunity to re-district the state 
so that more democratic representatives could 
be elected to congress. 
This was done in 
1S77-7S, so that the republicans, though carry- 
ii.g the state, had only eight of the twelve 
representatives. 
This cannot be done this 
year. 


The results in Iow'a are always monoto­ 
nous. 
In 
1S78 the greenbackers 
elected 
two candidates 
to 
congress, 
but 
this 
is 
the 
only 
reverse 
the 
party 
has 
had 
in 
years. 
The 
republicans 
seem to have done better than usual. 
Gains 
were made in the legislature and the republi­ 
cans have 50,000 majority. 
This is a greater 
majority than the’party has had since 1S76. 
The elections therefore indicate the republi­ 
cans are not only holding their own but gain­ 
ing.

he was tempted to follow a professional life, 
but after three years of medical practice he 
entered upon a literary career, and to the 
day of his death continued his literary and 
editorial 
duties. 
We 
publish 
elsewhere 
a brief history of his life, and mention a few 
of the very many works of which he was the 
author. 
These novels, histories and poems 
show him to have been a versatile writer, and 
the fact that from his literary' labors he ac­ 
quired an independent fortune, proves him to 
have been a popular author as well. 
There 
was that about his writings, and especially 
his poems which caught the popular fancy 
and gained for the author a wide popularity. 
There lias always been a demand for his 
works, and whatever fault may be found 
with his literary style, and however much the 
subject m atter Aiay be criticised I)r. Holland 
will 
still 
be 
remembered as one 
who 
wrote 
successfully 
and 
who had 
at the 
time of his death more admirers and more 
followers than many another writer who pro­ 
duced works far superior to his both in lit­ 
erary style and intrinsic worth. 
It has often 
been considered remarkable that Doctor Hol­ 
land should enjoy such universal popularity 
when there was so much in his writings to 
criticise, but it was because he was possessed 
in an eminent degree of that rare power of 
tickling the popular fancy that he became 
and continued to be an editor, poet, novelist 
and lecturer with a large and enthusiastic 
following. 


For the past ten years Dr. Holland has been 
the editor of Scribner’s Magazine. 
In this 
field he has been popular and successful, and 
has with the aid of his liberal partner and co­ 
laborer, Uoswell Smith, brought the magazine 
prominently forward and has given it a place 
in the literary and artistic world which it 
could not have reached had there not been 
in its editor some literary force and ability. 
Although surrounded by distinguished assist­ 
ants who have done much to gain for Scrib­ 
ner its present position, still Doctor Holland 
.was the real and actual head and deserves 
full praise for the labors lie performed and 
the ends he accomplished. 
In liis editorial 
contributions to the Magazine he was at all 
times a conscientious writer upon the topics 
of the day, and especially in the cause of 
temperance, and in favor of what was true, 
honest and manly. 
For political purity, 
against shams and conceits, his pen was al­ 
ways active and through all the articles ran 
evidences that the writer himself was a man 
who believed in 
and practiced what he 
thought. 


And this was true. 
In private life Doctor 
Holland was what he wanted others to be, 
temperate, honest, manly and lovable. 
Who­ 
ever has stood in his presence, and has con­ 
versed with him could not help being im­ 
pressed with the fact that he was a good 
man. 
This may be considered praise enough; 
but he was not simply good himself, 
he 
helped others to be so too. 
He advised the 
young, and encouraged them, and many an 
aspirant for literary fame has gone from Doc­ 
tor Holland’s office convinced that there was 
no caut in the nature of the successful man 
who had talked with him concerning the du­ 
ties of life. 
It is not unlikely that one of the 
great reasons why Doctor Holland has been so 
successful is that he wrote as he felt, and that 
the public recognized the fact. His novels, 


perhaps, may be criticised as having too much 
of almost impossible goodness in their heroes 
and heroines, but the writer was earnest in 
desiring a higher standard of morality in so­ 
ciety, and may be excused for painting his 
characters too strongly, when it is remem­ 
bered that he himself lived up to his high 
ideas. 
His words will be missed and so will 
his example. 


Matthew Vassar, who died recently, be 
queat.hed 880,800 to Vassar college with two 
professorships, with the condition that the 
chairs m ust be occupied by male instructors. 
May W right Sewell, of Indianapolis, Indiana, 
grows very indignant, and calls tbe bequest 
an *80,000 sneer. 
She thinks that it should 
be declined, as it is a reflection on the intel­ 
lectual capacity, of woman. 
She calls on the 
women of America to give 880,000 to take 
the place of this bequest. 
This is simply 
silly. 
It would be much better to use the 
second 8S0,000 for two more professorships, 
and add the proviso that they must be tilled 
only by women. 
This will not be regarded 
by men as an 880,000 sneer, and will increase 
the efficiency of a college for the education of 
wqmen. 
II i-< a bad policy to affix conditions 
t o O e q U e s i s , a s U t'liitxw i « . w i l n . 
it is intended to help, but it is still woise 
policy to reject the gifts. 
We presume Miss 
or Mrs. Sewell will admit that men can be 
found who will fill these chairs as well as 
women, and if so the efficiency of this insti­ 
tution is not impaired by the provision, 
which should be the 
real 
question 
to 
consider. 
As to the sneer, it is unfor­ 
tunate that so many women should go around 
with chips on their shoulders asking for an 
insult. 
A provision of the charter of Brown 
university is that its president shall be a 
Baptist minister. 
This does not imply that 
an Episcopal minister, or a man not a minis­ 
ter, may not till the position as well. 
It is 
simply the idea of the founder. 
The Congre­ 
gational ist-s, Episcopalians and Quakers, w ho 
attend that college in large numbers, do not 
feel insulted. 
There is also no reason for a 
woman to be insulted by this condition of 
Matthew' Vassar’s bequest, 
bucii appeals as 
Miss or Mrs. Sewell’s bring into disrepute the 
whole subject of women’s suffrage and re­ 
forms of various kinds. 


The eximlsion of Dr. Thomas from the 
Methodist ministry is exciting a good deal of 
comment. 
It is thought to indicate bigotry, 
narrowness, etc. 
But this is a mistake. 
The church does not affirm that Dr. Thomas 
is not a Christian, but simply that he should 
not be m inister in the church if he did not 
preach its doctrines. 
This is only reasonable. 
Unless the church did this, it should give up 
its creed. 
It would stultify itself, if it were 
to send out a teacher commissioned as an or­ 
dained representative of| its church organi­ 
zation who should teach contrary to its creed. 
Dr. Thomas, when he found ins belief con­ 
trary to that of his church, should have set­ 
tled the m atter at once by withdrawing from 
the organization and uniting with another 
more in sympathy with his views. 
This 
would have prevented all schism and is the 
dignified course for any man to take. 
It is 
not likely that the republican party would 
send out democratic stum p speakers in a 
campaign, and there is no more reason in a 
church sending out teachers who preach doc­ 
trines contrary to its creed. 


Mr. Gladstone pointed out that the whole 
American export of manufactured goods to 
Asia, Africa and A ustialia amounted to £4,- 
750,000 worth, while the English exports to 
those countries amounted 
to £77,000,000. 
(Cheers.) 
The trade of France and America 
together did not beat the English. 
Although 
both enjoyed protection, England beat them 
in all neutral markets. 
Mr. Gladstone said: 
•‘So long as America adheres to protection 
our commercial supremacy will be secure.” 
—[Mr. Gladstone’s speech at Leeds. 


The last sentence expresses the general 
sentiment of the wiser English statesmen. 
They know' England is stronger commercially 
because the United States has a protective 
tariff. 
It is true that a free trade tariff would 
give a larger m arket for English manufac­ 
tures in this country. 
But it would make 
America a competitor for trade in the neutral 
countries in Asia and South America, and 
thus injure British commerce more than it 
would benefit it. 
Nothing but the wall pro­ 
tection has built prevents us from obtaining 
to a large extent the trade of Asia and South 
America which naturally belongs to us, but 
which England possesses. 


Peter Becker obtained the democratic nom­ 
ination for sheriff in Lake county on Tuesday. 
This news will he received with pleasure by 
his friends here. 
Mr. Becker w'as twice 
elected sheriff of this county as a democrat, 
though the county was republican, which 
shows the esteem in which he was held here. 
He was a brave, honest officer. 
If there is 
any failure to elect the entire republican 
ticket in Lake this fall, we trust that Mr. 
Becker will get in. 


The term of Senator Bayard was short, 
lasting only three, days. 
The election of 
David Davis will be considered a republican 
victory', though Mr. Davis acted with the 
democracy last spring. 
The change is of no 
practical help to the republican party anil no 
injury to the democratic party. 
It is barely 
possible that it will identify Mr. Davis more 
closely with the republican party. The elec­ 
tion of Mr. Davis was a cute trick, but not a 
great one. 


The only unfortunate thing about the ar­ 
rest of Parnell is that it is likely to make a 
m artyr of a scheming "politician. 
It has rais­ 
ed him in the estimate of the Irish people 
who should despise him. 


Senator Bayard can pleasantly remember 
that the American people looked with consid­ 
erable complacency on his occupancy of tho 
president’s chair in the senate. 


No partisan will now threaten the life of 
the president, 
in the succession of Mr. Davis 
no party has anything to gain or lose.

IRELAND'S FUTURE, 


The dispatches from Ireland this morning 
are such as to warrant the belief that grave 
troubles are in store for that country. Parnell 
has been arrested on the general charge of 
creating disturbances ami has been taken to 
jail. 
His arrest is an indirect, and indeed is 
almost a direct blow at the land league of 
which he is the head. 
The government m ust 
have intended to take decisive action against 
the league, and has probably all the necessary 
plans laid to deal with it severely, or it would 
not not have made the arrest. 
It must have 
known that by laying violent hands on so im­ 
portant a person as Parnell much excitement 
would be caused throughout Ireland, and that 
it would be necessary to meet the outbreak 
with severe and prompt measures. 


The Irish question has now taken a new' 
phase. 
,t is one which must be dealt with 
without gloves. 
Debates in parliament con­ 
cerning it are at an end, and it must be solved in 
other ways. 
Those who imagined that the 
passage of tfie land act would settle it, and 
who looked to that measure as something 
which would work radical changes iu Irish 
will be disappointed. 
The land 
leaguers have been successful in again being the 
indireel means of stirring up social disorders 
and the English government finds itself in a 
position where it must act quickly and decis­ 
ively. 
The country is ripe for open revolu­ 
tion and the long half-expressed desires for 
change and for home government for Ireland 
are likely at this time to find free expression 
in desperate and determined acts. 


The feeling among the majority of people 
in Ireland is in favor of having all bonds sev­ 
ered which connect their country with Eng­ 
land. 
The agitators, either for unselfish love 
for Ireland nr to gratify personal ambition, 
have done all in their power to keep this de­ 
sire alive, and have by their words sought to 
fan it into light.wheneveritwas in danger of dy­ 
ing out. Parnell and hisfollowers have spoken 
on every opportunity which presented itself 
concerning the wrongs which they believe, or 
pretend to beiiev«* are suffered by their coun­ 
trymen. 
They have, been satisfied with noth­ 
ing that did not Io o k to independence, and 
have so worked.upon public opinions and in­ 
dividual passions that the people will be very 
ready Urbelieve that in the arrest of Parnell 
the English government has only given one 
more indication that it pronoses to continue 
its hold upon Ireland and its policy of what 
the Irish call tyranical oppression. 


In view of what has already happened, the 
belief will be strengthened that Ireland will 
not rest until she trains her much-desired in­ 
dependence. 
So far all relief measures have 
had a temporary effect. 
The land act was 
the most generous relief that Englahd had 
ever given. 
It corrected many abuses, and by 
restricting the powers of the landlord and by 
giving the tenants many privileges never en­ 
joyed before was an act. which the Irish 
might well have received 
with 
satisfac­ 
tion. 
I’uder 
it 
they 
might have 
en­ 
joyed a lair degree if not a great 
de­ 
gree ( of 
prosperity. 
It was indeed 
so 
libet^l that many would have gladly enjoyed 
its provisions, had the agitators ceased their 
revolutionary and disturbing speeches. 
But 
these men want much more than they have 
ever yet received. 
They know that even this 
relief would not have been granted, had they 
not agitated the question of Ireland’s needs. 
The liberality of Gladstone only encouraged 
them to demand more from him. 
They con­ 
tinued their complaints, and led their follow­ 
ers to believe that disorders, agitation and de­ 
fiance would secure for them national inde­ 
pendence. 
Just so long as the people be­ 
lieve there is this possibility, just so long will 
they overlook ail relief measures, and be 
satisfied with nothing short of what tliey ask 
for. 


We do not mean to say that wise legislation 
cannot reconcile Ireland to remaining part of 
the British empire. 
'The experiment has not 
been really tried. 
Such fragmentary reme­ 
dies for wrongs, as have been given by parlia­ 
ment, have been wrung from the English peo­ 
ple by agitation and not granted from a sense 
of justice. 
Only such relief has been given 
as would quiet agitation. 
The last land act 
wras generous, but tin#Irish people was n o tin 
a condition to receive it properly. 
It was 
just, 
but not just enough 
to wipe out 
live 
centuries 
of 
wrong; 
it 
was 
friendly, but not friendly enough to des­ 
troy the prejudices of fifteen generations. 
The English people have be* n tardy in doing 
justice to Ireland, and the Irish people will 
be tardy in accepting justice. 
The, two peo­ 
ple are in such a condition now, that friendly 
acts do not pass for their full value. 
The 
fault is England’s in the beginning because 
real cause has been given for Irish prejudice 
and no proper effort made to remove Irish ig­ 
norance. 
This does not justify any of the re­ 
cent foolish acts of the Irish peoDle under 
the. lead of demagogues. 
It only explains 
how' a naturally brave and generous people 
has been made the tool of unscrupulous dem­ 
agogues. 


Wiser statesmanship 
may prevent these 
periodic revolutions and may eventually bind 
Ireland as closely to the English people as the 
Scotch are. 
But there must be some assimi­ 
lation. 
Many things must be taken into ac­ 
count in bringing this about. The Irish poeple 
have; a different religion. 
They are poor and 
ignorant. 
They do not travel and are as far 
from England as though living in America. 
The civilizing agents that have been actively 
working on the social and political condition 
of England, have, been almost foreign to Ire­ 
land. 
For these reasons there 
are few 
points of sympathy between the two people and 
they have been drifting from each other. 
Something should be done to assim ilate the 
ideas, hopes, and life of the two people. 
England can no more maintain her hold on 
the Irish people by simple force of arms, 
than Turkey can on the Slavs and Greeks. 
The Irish must feel that they are a part of 
the great British empire and not a subjuga­ 
tion province under it. 
If there shall be 
some attempt to settle this Irish question in 
this*way, then we may expect to see Irish 
prejudice fade away, her ideas of indepen­ 
dence given up, and her national life and pa­ 
triotism merged into that of the B ritish em­ 
pire. 


The Capital Question- 
San Juan Prospector. 


The time is drawing near w hen th e ques­ 
tion as to the removal or perm anent location 
of the state capital at Denver will be decided. 
T hat Denver, through her organs, h as failed 
to recognize, or properly appreciate, until 
very recently, the merits or the im portance of 
the country south of the Divide, has been a 
well-attested fact. 
That the eif>' is n o t locat­ 
ed near the geograpical center of th e sta te is 
another fact, but it requires no prophetic eye 
to foresee the result of the election. 
No 
point outside of the present capital city can 
hope to secure the united efforts of those who 
desire 
the 
removal, 
and 
the 
conse­ 
quence 
will 
be 
but 
a 
few 
scatter­ 
ing 
votes 
for 
various 
points 
south, 
and the majority will go to Denver. Colorado 
Springs, Pueblo, Canon City, L eadville. with 
numerous smaller points, are already m aking 
strenuous efforts, and each town and vicinity 
voting for its favorite point will only aid in 
assuring the permanency of the p resen t loca­ 
tion. 
The Prospector has w atched th e agita­ 
tion of the question with no sm all degree of 
of interest, and, as was suggested in these 
eolum s some years since, still claim s that 
the proper thing to do is to divide the state. 
Let Denver remain the capital of 
Colo­ 
rado—that portion north of the Divide— 
and let a new state be form ed em brac­ 
ing 
all 
of 
the coumry south 
and 
in 
the present boundary' of the state. 
T h ere is 
an abundance of territory, and tw o good-sized 
coulil hi1. t'(»niit <l, lmviiiu an suvii larger 
than any one of the Now 
The country is geographically divided, and so 
long as Denver remains the capital and the 
boundary of the state re n n iii' th e sam e, the 
impression will prevail that D enver is Colo­ 
rado, and that about all of tho co u n try worth 
noticing lies northwest of the Queen City. It is 
a noteworthy fact that the business of any state 
will gravitate towards the capital, o th er things 
being equal, and for a mining state w ith new 
portions requiring development,it becom es nec­ 
essary that all portions are well represented. 
This has certainly never been aceo:ded the 
San Juan country, until tin* capital question 
was agitated, by the press and people of Den­ 
ver. 
This is a fact that cannot be denied, 
and is one of the reasons why m any w ill vote 
against Denver, and the m ain reason the 
Prospector has for declaring that, w ith this 
feeling, the state should be divided. 
The 
time may not have arrived, but it will come 
when then* will be a loud clam or for a divi­ 
sion of this commonwealth, and -instead of 
removing the capital wo shall vote for a divi­ 
sion of the state.

“First—The papers are nam in g me as a 
possible occupant of all sorts of offices. 
For 
some of them my training and h ab its of mind 
rentier me conspicuously unfit. 
L et me sav, 
once for all, that I have no aspirations outside 
of my office, and that I can n ot foresee any 
contingency in which I shall ask or accept 
any oflice under the adm inistration of Presi­ 
dent Arthur. 
I have been too long the friend 
of the president, and too sincerely 11is friend, 
to wish him—in my behalf, a t least—to ex­ 
pose* himself to even a suspicion of providing 
fo ra personal friend at public, expense, es­ 
pecially as that friend isn 't in w an t of any­ 
thing. 


“Secondly—A pparently because everything 
is not done at once in the sta r route cases by 
counsel who were retained only' fifteen days 
ago, it is suggested that there is an intention 
to protect some one. 
T here is no such inten­ 
tion. 
Before I accepted a retain er 1 received 
the strongest assurances th a t th ere was no 
disposition to protect any' guilty' person. 
If 
any one believes that Chester A. A rth u r will 
either directly or indirect ly in te rfere to pre­ 
vent the cuds of justice from being accom­ 
plished, lie doesn’t know' him ; and if any one 
believes I propose to let up on any seemingly 
guilty man, unless he can be of use in convict­ 
ing some one bigger or more g u ilty than him­ 
self, I am vain enough to th in k 
he doesn’t 
know me. 
1 propose, so far as in my power, 
that every one shall have a fa ir trial, but that 
there be a trial in every case w here counsel 
believe there is sufficient evidence of ifuilt. 


“To relieve the specific anxiety' of tiie 
world and others, let me add th at the facts 
in the case of ex-Senator Dorsey' have been 
gathered under the supervision of Mr. James 
and.Mr. MacVeagh during m onths of faithful 
labor. 
The result is now in the hands of 
counsel, that they may reduce th e charges to 
legal form; and as s p e e d i l y as possible— 1 
think within two or three *\eeks— the formal 
steps necessary to procure a subm ission of the 
ease to a-jury will be com pleted.

THE LATE PRESIDENT GARFIELD. 


Dr. Bliss' Heport of His Case. 


The Medical Record of th e Sth instant will 
publish a full review of the case of the late 
President Garfield, by Dr. D. XV. Bliss, and 
by the courtesy of th at jo u rn al we are ena­ 
bled to give the following e x tracts from it: 
After describing the events immediately 
following the shooting, D r. B liss proceeds to 
give the result of the form al consultation with 
Drs. Agnew and Ham ilton on the Fourth of 
July. 
lie says: 


“They individually exam ined the wound 
with great care. 
Thes'e exam inations con­ 
sisted in the introduction, in different direc­ 
tions, of probes, flexible bougies, iu order, if 
possible, to determine the course of the ball. 
With the evidences developed by this per­ 
sonal examination, together w ith the com­ 
plete history of the shooting of the president, 
anil the progress of the sym ptom s for the first 
forty-seven hours, they proceeded to discuss 
the possible course of the ball and organs in­ 
volved, viz., whether it passed directly forward 
into or through the liver, o r w as deflected 
backward at a right angle so as to involve 
the spinal 
column, 
o r 
dow nw ard 
be­ 
hind the peritoneum tow ard th e pelvic cavity. 
Carefully weighing all th e evidences, the 
more prominent sym ptom s upon which the 
diagnosis was based are presen ted in the fol­ 
lowing order: 
T he relativ e position of the 
assassin to the president a t th e tim e of the 
shooting, the direction of th e ball through the 
tissues, so far as safe exploration could deter­ 
mine, gradual subsidence o f modification of 
pain and hyperæsthesia of th e feet and scro­ 
tum; the repeated unsuccessful efforts to pass 
a probe or flexible in stru m en t more than one- 


half inch in any direction beyond the fractur­ 
ed rib, a distance of about tw’o inches. 
1’he 
fact also was considered that explorations had 
tw ice be'in made by the linger—one by uiyselt 
soon ¡'after 1 reached the injured president, 
and subsequently by Surgeon-General Wales 
of the navy, on the occasion ot the consulta­ 
tion of the evening of July 2 : 
and in each 
instance it was found impossible to success­ 
fully explore by that means beyond the inner 
border of the fractured rib so its to determine, 
with accuracy, the course of the bail, or even 
the condition of the tissues indicated by the 
end of the fmger. 
Nor did they underesti­ 
mate the significance of the profound shock, 
nor the unusual period of collapse whieh fol­ 
lowed and seemed to point to extensive lesion 
of 
important 
viscera. 
However, 
that 
the 
kidneys, intestine, 
and 
peritoneum 
were 
not 
immediately 
involved. 
was 
made 
patent by the 
unrestrained 
pas­ 
sage 
of 
normal 
urine 
at 
proper in­ 
tervals, the spontaneous movement from the 
bowels of natural fiec.es, the frequent dis­ 
charge of tlatus, mill the absence of other 
symptoms of peritoniiis. With all these facts 
before them it was impossible to determine 
positively the course taken by the ball. 
I’he 
indications pointed to a dow ifward course of 
the1 ball into the pelvic cavity. 
Upon careful 
consideration of the foregoing facts and of 
the opinions expressed by the distinguished 
counsel, we were inclined to recede from the 
opinion at lirst adopted regarding the sup­ 
posed passage of the ball-through the liver. 
'Hie. propriety of maki' g extensive incisions 
and dissections so ¿n to explore tin* fractured 
ribs and remove as much as might be neces­ 
sary to reveal the true course of the ball, was 
duly considered. 
But the opinion was main­ 
tained that the favorable progress of the presi­ 
dent thus far did not w arrant any interfer­ 
ence, and further, such an operation would 
seriously complicate the case and diminish 
the prospects of recovery. The facts revealed 
by the autopsy confirm the wisdom of the 
course pursued. 
W ith this view' all the sur­ 
geons concurred.'' 


After continuing a history of the treatment 
of the patient up to the time of his death, Dr. 
Bliss says: 


“ 1 desire to say, in a brief review of the 
leading facts 4s to the general conduct of the 
case, that it has been apparent to the medi­ 
cal reader that my prognosis was favorable, 
and notwithstanding the mutations I augured 
a successful terminal ion. 
It, is but justice to 
myself to state that my prognosis w\ts base I 
on a lesion of minor importance. 
Had our 
diagnosis been correct, modern surgery should 
have conducted the case to a successful ter­ 
mination. 
I believe the medical profession, 
whom 1 address, will bear me out that the 
prognosis was eon cel of tlie diagnosis had 
been also correct. 
I was not always able, 
during the progress of the case, to account 
formany of thv more profound symptoms, 
and yet could not succeed in learning of any 
more extensive or complicated lesions than 
were lirst suspected. 
I desire to make the 
inquiry whether more extensive explorations 
could have been safely made, or whether the 
condition presented—a knowh dge of the rel­ 
ative p sition of the patient to the assassin, 
the character of the mi-sile and the condition

The admiration of mountain scenery is of 
modem growth. 
As with women, so is the 
standard of beauty iu regard to scenery very 
conventional. 
The other day I was reading 
an old German book of travels. The author— 
a baron —describes his tour through Eugope. 
When he comes to his travels over the Alps, 
lie says: 
“I threw 'm yself back in my car­ 
riage and drew all the blinds, in order not to 
be rendered melancholy by the sight of the 
dismal and dreary' rocks and the horrid soli­ 
tudes through which I was passing.” 
These 
rocks an; the Swiss mountains over whi<-h we 
now go into raptures. 
It must, however, be 
confessed that there is a singular sameness iu 
mountain scenery. One valley is like another, 
one high mountain is the same as any other 
mountain, one pine wood is the twin-brother 
of all other pine woods; and as a cascade is 
only water lulling fiom a height, to see mu: is 
to see all, while every glacier is nothing more 
than a heap of dirty snow, over which one 
laboriously stumbles with an occasional glance 
down a hole, tlr* sitLs of which are made of 
ice. St. Moritz itself, stripped of its sur­ 
roundings, is as ugly a place as can be imag­ 
ined. On a ride overlooking the smallest of 
the valley lakes is the Kulm hotel, and around 
it 
are, 
numerous 
pensions. 
Below 
this in the swampy plain are the Kurhaus 
and the other large hotels. 
Before the Kur­ 
haus is an expanse of dust, yellow grass, anil 
stunted lirs, which is called a garden, in which 
morning and evening a small band plays the 
very svorst I ever heard, not excepting the 
German artists that make day hideous iu Lon­ 
don. 
If the 
visitor were contined to St. 
Moritz, iie would in 11 few days commit sui­ 
cide. 
When he has looked again and again 
at the little shops until he knows everything 
that is exposed for sale by heart, when lie has 
drunk glass after glass of water he feels like 
a barrel, and w hen he has shivered for a few 
evenings in the corridors of his hotel, with a 
vain pretence of believing that he is warm, 
he has got through all the resources of the 
Kur Ort. 
To enjoy’ himself he must take 
walks and drives in the neighborhood. These 
are endless. 
All that mountain scenery' can 
supply is ready to hand. 
There are snow 
mountains and jagged peaks, there are lakes 
and pine forests, there are by-valleys here, 
there and everywhere, through winch he can 
wander, and some of them end with a glacier, 
011 which he can disport himself.

army but nothing more. This desire of France 
expressed in the Tunis campaign to extend 
her foreign possession has therefore som e sig­ 
nificance. The lessons of the past have n o t been 
well taught or learned. France has been m ost 
prosperous and influential whenjslie has given 
her whole attention to the m anagem ent o f her 
internal affairs. 


The fact that we have mentioned above th a t 
all European nations are occupied w ith their 
internal affairs argues well for the co n tin u ­ 
ance of the general peace in E urope. 
All 
wars have been caused by some one natio n 
intermeddling with the affairs of som e other 
nation. The last three European w ars w ere 
causcd in this \\u\. 
Prussia, France, 
and 
Kussia all caused the wars of 18(5(5, 1870 laud 
1877 by not attending to their own business. 
Had each of these countries been occupied 
with interna] affairs in the above years, th ere 
would have been no wars. 
The jealousies of 
European countries are now few. 
M ore th an 
at any time during the present century, the 
map looks well, with the boundaries in the 
proper place, and this argues peace. 


A REMABKABLE CAREER. 


Ex-Senator Hamlin has accepted the ap­ 
pointment of minister to Spain which was 
made by President Garfield the day before he 
was shot. 
This man has had a remarkable 
career, lie was born in 1809. He began life 
as a printer, afterwards he studied law and 
practiced until 1848 when he was elected 
to 
the 
United 
States 
senate. 
lie 
was several years in the Maine* legislature. 
In 1843 he was elected to congress and was 
reelected in 1S45. 
In 1858 he was elected to 
the United States senate and remained until 
18r>7 when he resigned to act as governor. He 
was immediately reelected to the senate and 
went back in 1S57 and served until 1861 when 
he became vice president. 
His term expired 
in I 860 and he was soon after appointed col­ 
lector of the port of Boston. I11 1869, lie 
again went to the senate and remained until 
this year. 


This is a remarkably long career. 
He 
served in the senate with Webster and in the 
house with Clay. 
His long services with 
Mr. Blaine suggests comparisons with him. 
Mr. Hamlin reached his majority the year 
l^ ln iu o Ttua Irtwi»» 
W h e n D ln u ic rraa a- b o y Of 


six Mr. Hamlin was speaker of the Maine 
house of representatives. 
When Blaine was 
eighteen years old, Mr. Hamlin entered the 
United States senate. 
Mr. Hamlin now 
at 
the 
age 
of 
seventy-two 
goes 
to 
Spain 
and 
looks up to Blaine for 
advise as his superior. 
Both began political 
life in the Maine legislature, both were speak­ 
ers of the state legislatures, both have been 
in the two houses of congress. 
But though 
Mr. Blaine has won Ids remarkable successes 
and is now in the prime of life, Mr. Hamlin 
won his honors even earlier. Hamlin was 
speaker in the legislature of his state at 
28 and Blaine at 31. 
Hamlin was elected to 
to congress at 33 and Blaine at 32. 
Hamlin 
entered the senate at 39 and Blaine at 46. 


Ex-Senator Hamlin was not a great man 
though he has been so honored by his state. 
H e never made a strong speech or originated 
any great legislation. 
His entire strength 
lay in his sound common sense and simple 
manner of life. 
The fanners always sup­ 
ported him and he usually bestowed the pat­ 
ronage at his control to the best advantage. 
There was 110 particular reason for his ap­ 
pointment except that he has been in office 
since 1837 and was uneasy out of office. 


The Chicago Inter-Ocean has an editorial 
under ttie head “Smoke Them Out’’ in w hich 
the president is called upon to continue tltf 
crusade inaugurated by the late president 
and James against the Star route frauds. 
The Inter-Ocean says: 


The people want all these matters probed to 
the bottom, bit where they may. It is too late 
for considerations of party or friendship to 
stand between the guilty and justice. Let the 
country know' now who the rascals an-, and 
where they belong. Let it timl out w hether 
honesty sits exclusively enthroned 011 the brow 
of those making the loudest professions, or 
whether it is to lie discovered among those who 
have been denounced as spoils-men and machine 
politician*. 


There seems every probability at present 
that President Arthur will continue the prose­ 
cutions. 
Not only is it ¡flmost impossible for 
him to do otherwise in the face of w hat has 
been told, but there is every reason to bel ieve 
that he will favor honest management in all 
departments. The people may rest assured 
that the Star route swindlers will be punished 
and that the whole facts of the case will be 
brought to light.

Colorado is supplying a large part of the 
gold and silver yearly added to the wealth of 
th e world. 
It now bids fair to furnish not 
only its supply of coal but enough for neigh­ 
boring states and territories as well—possibly 
fo r all the continent west of St. Louis. Large 
deposits of lignites, which thorn ;h inferior in 
quality are better by far than n 0 coal, have 
already been quite extensively d< iveloped, and 
th e bituminous beds of the Gunnison, La Plata 
and E l Moro regions have been proven val­ 
uable for coking purposes, a nd therefore 
alm ost indispensable to the si uelting works 
in those districts. Quite recently it has 
been shown that in Gunnison county are 
deposits of excellent anthracit e of sufficient 
ex ten t to warrant high anticipations for the 
fu tu re. 
Iron ore of low grade is abundant 
in m any parts of the state, tb.ough it is only 
recently that any beds of sufficient value to 
w arran t the establishment o f blast furnaces 
have been found. The first furnace west of 
M issouri was lighted at Pueblo, Col., a few 
days ago, and is turning out regularly and 
easily fifty-four tons of pig: iron daily, with a 
prospect of increasing this, output to eighty’ 
to n s a day. 
All the iron and ooal used are 
m ined in the state, and the product is said to 
be of good quality. The officers of this com­ 
pan y expect to turn out Bessemer steel for 
rails w ithin the present j*ear. 
This will save 
si vast expenditure in freight for the railroad 
extensions so rapidly progressing in the Cen­ 
tennial state.

Raphael gave his name lately to the maiii 
street—a graceful homage and a well-de- 
served one. 


Alphonse Karr is one of the few men rc- 
mnining out of the brilliant pleiad of writers 
who shed such lustre on French literature 
thirty or forty years ago, and which com­ 
prised Alexandre Dumas i>ere, Jules Janin 
Frederic Soulie, Mery, Eugene Sue, and last’ 
not least, Victor Hugo, who is, beside Karr, 
the only survivor. Without seeking to discuss 
their respective merits, it may be said that 
Karr’s individuality was always 
strongly 
marked, sound common sense and love of 
nature being his chief characteristics. 
A 
profound observer and a keen critic, he has 
constantly fought abuse and injustice with­ 
out caring whom he pleased or offended—a 
sure way to acquire more fame than wealth. 
The two great attractions of his life have been 
the sea and the garden; cities he always 
shunned. After a long stay 011 the Norman 
coast at Etretat and Ste. Adresse, prompted by 
that natural instinct which leads us to seek a 
warmer clime when our blood becomes cold­ 
er, he transferred his penatcs to Nice, where 
he could still indulge his passion for the sea, 
while he had much more scope for cultivat­ 
ing his darling flowers. 
Nice pleased him 
much, but he complained of being too fre­ 
quently interviewed by strangers; for, al­ 
though a genial companion and a charming 
causcur, he cares not much for society, 
it 
was in vain he had affixed 011 his door this 
uninviting inscription: 
“On est prie de 11c 
pas entrer;” people would persevere in bor­ 
ing him. 
Here is an amusing instance of this 
mania for disturbing him in his cherished sol­ 
itude. 
One day. 
while attending 
to his 
gardening operations, 
he heard 
a 
ring 
at the gate, 
and. 
being 
close bjr, 
he 
opened it himself. 
A Russian 
princess 
alighted from 
her 
carriage, 
and, judg­ 
ing from the simplicity, not to sayr rusticity, 
of Karr’s attire that he was a servant or­ 
dered him haughtily to take her card to his 
master. 
He as haughtily returned it, saying 
she could not be received. The enraged lady- 
departed vowing vengeance, and the next day- 
brought a letter from her demanding the in­ 
stant dismissal of that “impudent fellow.” 
“That impudent fellow was m yself,” was 
Karr’s brief reply. 
It is useless to add that 
he is 110 courtier; yet lie was a great favorite 
with the late empress of Kussia and the 
grand duchesses, who not only put up with 
his blunt ways, but rather appeared to enjoy 
them. 


English University Etiquette.

In Trinity, Cambridge, a senior man only 
calls on a freshman if he has some acquaint­ 
ance with or knowledge of him—for example, 
if lie comes from the same school. 
B ut if a 
freshman has rooms in college, the senior 
men on the same staircase call 0 x1 him, as a 
rule. 
An invitation to breakfast, luncheon, 
or dinner frequently follows the call; and 
the senior men whom the freshmen meets at 
such a meal often call 011 him afterward. 


Now fora curious and, in my opinion, very 
reasonable point of etiquette, which appears 
when these calls are returned. 
Our fresh­ 
man when so doing must not leave a card 
should his senior be out, as the latter may 
have done. No; he must call again and again 
until a meeting be obtained, and 011 each un­ 
successful occasion he must leave 110 sign. 
I 
do not know whether it is rigidly carried out 
still, but it seems to have reason 011 its side, 
which cannot be said of all rules of this kind. 
1 mean that this is the way a genuine ac- 
quintance is ensured, and there is no fear of 
men who have exchanged calls being still per­ 
sonal strangers. Many profitable friendships 
are thus formed, which, under the ordinary 
rule, would have failed 011 the first threshold.

As a rule, they for­

the visitor will find in almost all cases the 
name painted up over the door, or on a plate 
at the foot of the staircase, to which the por­ 
ter at the college lodge will direct him.

Some Facts Showing "What the Oounty 
Has Done During 1881 in the 
Way of Education. 


Mr. J. 
I \ Easterly, 
superintendent 
of 
schools for El Paso county, 1ms just furnish­ 
ed his report for the year ending A ugust ¡51, 
1881, and from it we are enabled to gather 
som e facts w hich w ill be of interest to our 
readers. 


There are now in the county twenty-five or­ 
ganized school districts 
whose secretaries, 
with one exception, have all reported to the 
county superintendent, tins being an increase 
ot one district over that of last year. Of these 
schools thirteen are now open; five w ill open 
before the first of January and the remainder 
will probably open with the spring term. The 
total school population of El Paso county is 
now 1,909, o f which number 941 are m ales and 
968 fem ales, this being a decrease of 
as 
compared 
with 
last 
year’s 
report. 
T his number only includes children between 
the ages o f 0 anil 21. 
According to the re­ 
port there are in the county 1,48.‘> children 
between the ages o f (> and 10, and 414 chil­ 
dren between the ages of 10 and 21. 
There 
are enrolled in the graded schools 780 pupils 
of which number 
are males and 897 fe­ 
m ales. 
In the ungraded schools there are 
003, of this number 304 are males and 299 fe­ 
m ales. 
It w ill thus be seen that there are in 
the county 000 children who do not attend 
school at all. 
Last year the total number of 
scholars enrolled in the graded and ungraded 
schools were l.:!24; thus it w ill be seen that 
while the school population has decreased the 
number of children attending school has in­ 
creased by r>9. 


The average daily attendance at the schools 
during the year has been 795 while the aver­ 
age attendance in 1880 was 737. The number 
o f pupils enrolled in private schools includ­ 
ing 108 in Colorado college is 238. 
L ast 
year the num ber given as attending private 
schools w as 94, thus show ing an increase, of 
144. 


T he salaries of teachers are given 
in Mr. 
Easterly’s report from which these extracts 
are taken. 
It show s that the average m onth­ 
ly salary paid to m ale teachers in the graded 
schools of the county is 8120 while the fem ale 
teachers are paid an average m onthly salary 
of 
800 
or 
just 
one 
half 
of 
the 
amount 
paid to males. 
In the 
ungrad­ 
ed 
schools „the 
m ales 
are 
paiil 
846 
and the fem ales *41.75. 
W hile the salaries 
of male teachers in the ungraded remain un­ 
changed as in com parison with those paid hist 
year, the m onthly compensation to fem ale 
teachers has been increased about 80. 
In 
the graded schools thirteen teachers are em ­ 
ployed, and in the ungraded schools thirty are 
em ployed, m aking forty-three in all. 
O f 
this num ber nine are m ales and thirty-four 
fem ales. 


In El Paso county there is but one blind 
child, w hile the number of deaf m utes are 
placed at six; 
this number includes all be­ 
tw een the ages of four and twenty-two. 
Last 
year there w as but one person aged over 21 in 
the county w ho w as unable to either read or 
write. 
T his year the sam e one rem ains. 
Be­ 
tw een the ages of sixteen and tw enty-one 
only one person is charged with illiteracy. 


The average cost of educating each pupil in 
the graded schools during the year 1881 has 
been 82.43, the sam e rate as that of 1880, 
w hile in the ungraded schools the feost is 
placed at 84.52, being an increase of 81.00 
over the rate o f 1880. 
During the year 1881 
no school bonds have been issued and none 
redeem ed. 
T he present bonded indebtedness 
of 
El 
P aso county 
for 
school 
purposes 
am ounts to 825,000. 
For 1881 the low est av­ 
erage tax levy for school purposes w as tw o 
m ills, and the highest tax levy was fifteen 
m ills. 


There are now in E l Paso county tw enty- 
five school houses valued at—including sites, 
furniture, etc., 846,590. The school buildings 
are valued at 82,375 less than in 1880, and still 
one new building has been constructed during 
this year. 


T he seating capacity of these school houses 
is 1,227'and the number of volumes hi 
the 
school libraries is 452. 
The assessed valua­ 
tion o f property on which the school levy w as 
based is $4,212,485, of this amount 8128,660 
is the valuation of unorganized territory. 


In the m atter of school furniture w e take 
the follow ing from the report: 
The number 
ot' school districts furnished with suitable reg­ 
isters is 24, w ith record and order books 23, 
with an unabridged dictionary 6, w ith globes 
7, w ith w all m aps 7, w ith black boards 22. 


T he am ount of general fuud collected as 
certified to by the county treasurer is 89,123.- 
40: am ount received from fines, sale of es- 
trays, etc. 8131; am ount apportioned to school 
districts $9,254.40; county superintendent’s 
com pensation 8048.10. 


During the year 28 applicants were exam ­ 
ined for certificates, of which number 7 w ere 
m ales and 21 fem ales. First grade certificates 
w ere issued to the number of s, second grade 
to the num ber o f 0 and third grade to the 
number of 13. 
O nly one of the 28 applicants 
for certificates was rejected. 
Of the certifi­ 
cates granted 15 were to fem ales and 12 to 
m ales.

M ooting of the Horticultural Society. 


T h e El Paso County Horticultural society 
m e t last evening in the council rooms. 
In 
th e absence of President Parsons Mr. Charles 
A y e r was elected president pro tem. 
The 
corresponding 
secretary, H. T. Crawford, 
a cted as secretar}-. 


M ajor McAllister exhibited samples of the 
W in e Sap apple, also of second growth of 
C oncord grape. 
A discussion ensued respect­ 
ing th e best kinds of apples to grow here, the 
conclusion being general that we can grow 
s u m m e r and early autumn varieties to the 
b e s t advantage and with the greatest certainty. 


M r. Crawford thought that the llyslop and 
T ran scen d ent crabs were the best apples of 
th e ir kinds. 


M r. llodgman thought much more of the 
T ran scend en t than of the llyslop. 


M ajor McAllister thought the Transcendent 
w a s b etter than the llyslop and somewhat 
h ardier. 


M r. Cosson alluded to the fact that the ap­ 
ple trees in Mr. Bush's garden, although some 
te n or eleven years old, were not bearing as 
t h e y did a few years ago, and thought that it 
m ig h t be owing to their being planted among 
h is strawberries and got too much water. 


Mr. Crawford thought that their productive­ 
n ess would be increased by a vigorous root 
pru nin g, in which view Mr. Ayer coincided. 


T h e subject of grape culture being intro­ 
d uced, Major McAllister read an article from 
th e Gardener’s Monthly respecting the Pock- 
lington grape, and strongly recommended giv­ 
ing it a trial. 
Mr. Crawford thought highly 
o f this grape, as did also Mr. Cosson. 
The 
A m b e r Queen, Moore's Early and Lady grape 
w e re also spoken of. 
Mr. Cosson said that a 
certain prominent fruit grower had hesitated 
to recommend the latter, and he considered 
t h a t there wrere some doubts respecting its 
merits, 
ile thought that Moore's Early was 
a good grape and could be successfully grown 
here. 
Mr. llodgman and others participated 
in-the discussion. 


A new member, whose name we did not get, 
a sk ed some questions respecting the culture 
of strawberries here and gave an interesting 
s ta te m e n t of the method of retarding the rip- 
en in g of these berries in the east by means 
of heavy mulching when the ground was hard 
frozen iu the spring. 
Ile stated that lie had 
k e p t them back two weeks by this treatment. 


Mr. Crawford exhibited some branches of 
splendid Belle I)e Fontenay and Gregg rasp­ 
berries, filled with fine ripe berries of line 
flavor. 
Ile stated that they were from slips 
p lanted last spring. 
lie proposed covering all 
h is raspberries carefully before winter sets in. 


A fte r some remarks touching the mulching 
o f strawberry plants, the society adjourned 
to m e e t on Saturday, October 15th, at eight 
o ’clock, in the same place.

Springs in July, 1879, since which time he 
h a s had charge of the Catholic church here. 
T h e reverend father was 53 years and four 
montlis old at. the time of his death. 


H e leaves four nieces, daughters of his only 
sister,who have lived with him at the rectory, 
to m ourn his death.

T he polls o p e n e d at 8 o'clock 
at which time quite a largo n u m b e r of voters 
had gathered at the polling place. 
More ex­ 
citement prevailed at th e polls th an a t any 
other primary election w h ich h as tak en place 
in Colorado Springs for sonic j'ears, the issue 
being principally over th e c a n d id a te s for jus­ 
tice of the peace. C arriages w e re brought into 
service to convey voters to a m i from the polls 
and there was a p p a re n tly m o re commotion 
than upon regular electio n day s. 
The two 
candidates for justice of th e peace. Ianthus 
Uentlcy and E. ( 
H ooke, w ere upon the 
ground advocating their o w n interests, wfiile 
numerous friends of both a s p ira n ts were also 
working faithfully. 
It w as noticeable that 
many voters who usually ta k e no interest in 
the result of prim ary elections cam e out and 
cast their ballots, and it w as evid ent at the 
first opening of the polls t h a t an exceedingly 
large vote would be cast. 
I p to 7 o'clock, 
the time set for the closing o f th e polls, voters 
continued to come, and fully tw o-thirds of the 
entire number of votes w e re cast after half 
past five. 
Some ill feeling prevailed at the 
polls over the contest for ju s tic e o f the peace. 


The judges of election d id n o t com plete the 
counting of the ballots u n til 10 p. in., at which 
time it was ascertained 
t h a t 328 votes had 
been cast in all. 
On eig ht o f th e tickets the 
names of the delegates had b een scratched off 
entirely. In the final s u m m in g u p the follow­ 
ing was the result of th e vote for the del­ 
egates to the county c o n v en tio n which meets 
next Saturday, < »etober 15:

Grande Freight Train. 


At an early h o u r y e s te rd a y morning a 
tramp boarded a sou th b o u n d freigh t train be­ 
tween L arksp u r a n d th e D ivide intent on 
stealing a ride. H e w as allo w ed by the brake- 
men to remain on t h e tr a in until it reached 
the Divide w here he w as req u ested to jump 
off. 
He at first exp lieitiy r e fu s e d to leave the 
train, but seeing th a t th e b ra k e m a n was de­ 
termined in his re q u e st he 
finally did so, 
although very re lu c ta n tly . 
A s the train 
started to leave Divide s ta tio n he shook his 
list in a very defiant m a n n e r anil threatened 
to get even w ith him . 


Nothing m ore w as t h o u g h t of the matter by 
the brakeman, Imit as th e tra in w as approach­ 
ing Colorado S prin gs he discovered that the 
tramp had again b o a rd e d th e train and was 
secreted in one of 
th e fre ig h t cars. 
He in 
company with one o th e r b r a k e m a n entered 
the car in which th e t r a m p w a s secreted and 
again ordered him to leav e th e train. He was 
even more defiant u p o n th is occasion and posi­ 
tively refused to leave tlig car u n til it reached 
Colorado Springs. 
T h e tr a in w as slacked up 
a little and the b r a k e m e n b e tw e e n them man­ 
aged to eject the b e llig e re n t tr a m p from the 
car just as the tra in sto p p e d a t th e north end 
of the depot siding. 
M r. T r a m p had no soon­ 
er landed on th e g ro u n d 
th a n he began to 
bombard the brak em en 
in a most furious 
manner. 
One of th e b r a k e m e n w as hit in the 
back of the head h y yn e o f th e missies and 
was knocked senseless w h ile th e other was 
also seriously inju re d . 
B y th is tim e the oth­ 
er train men an d em p lo y e s a b o u t the depot 
saw what was going on anil at once came to 
the rescue. 
Seeing th a t 
h e w ou ld probably 
be roughly handled, th e 
t r a m p started on a 
lively run across th e M o n u m e n t bottom and 
three or four of 
th e tra in m en joined in the 
chase. 
It took b u t a little w hile for them to 
realize that the tr a m p w h s an ex pert runner 
and he experienced b u t little difficulty in at­ 
taining and keeping a g oo d lead. 


All soon gave u p th e chase, a n d the tramp 
could be seen sitting on a n ad jo in in g hill hik­ 
ing a restand w atch in g h is p u rsu ers. 
Deputy 
Sheriff Dana an d th e m a rsh a l w ere notified of 
the occurrence, a n d 
m o u n tin g two horses 
they soon succeeded in 
ro u n d in g up the 
tramp. 
lie is now iu th e c o m ity jail awaiting 
a hearing. 
M arshal B eall sa y s th at the man 
does not seem like a v ery b a d character; on 
the contrary he a p p e a rs a n d acts like a gen­ 
tleman. 
T h e tra m p a d m its t h a t he attempted 
to steal a ride, b u t d e n ie s t h a t he was the first 
to attack th e b rak em en .

M rs. Sheldrick is eonfi-

POISONOUS RABBITS. 


Their Bite as Venomous as that of a Rattle­ 
snake. 


It was said among the P o tta w a tta m ie In­ 
dians who inhabit the northern p e n in su la of 
Michigan, that the bite of certain species of 
rabbit known in that locality, w as venom ous, 
but never until yesterday .did w e learn th a t 
the bite of the jack rabbits which are so n u ­ 
merous on the Colorado plains w as con sid er­ 
ed poisonous. 
The lamb and the rabb it have 
always been looked upon as being the two 
most harmless creatures in existence. 


Major Jim Otis, who came in from 
his 
ranch on Horse creek, relates a story which 
we have every reason to believe. 
M arvelous 
as it may seem Mr. Otis says th at on S e p te m ­ 
ber -‘2d. lie was bitten by a rabbit in the 
fleshy part of the thumb, from the effects of 
which lie has not yet fully lecovereu. 


For two weeks after deceiving th e bite bis 
life was despaired of, but ow ing to th e con­ 
stant and pro:icient attention of Dr. Hodges, 
of Hugo, he was saved. -According'to Mr. O tis’ 
-tmy he was vngiiged in constructing a fence 
iboiit his corral, and as he was lifting u post 
fiom an adjoining pile a rabbit sp ran g from 
beneath and ran Into a shed a short distance 
away. As the major had on several occasions 
promised his little boy that he would g et him 
a live rabbit he followed tin* anim al to the 
shed in hopes of catching him. H e succeeded 
in cornering the rabbit in the shed, and 
while attempting to catch him received the 
wound 
which came near lesu ltin g 
so dis­ 
astrously. 
lie noticed that the sk in on his 
thumb was 
broken, but 
did 
not 
give 
it 
further 
thought 
until 
ab ou t 
an hour afterward when his 
hand began to 
swell and pain him. 
The llesh about- th e 
wruud became very much inil.imcd and so n u - 
wliat resembled the sting of a bee or wasp. 
The swelling continued to increase and com ­ 
municate with other parts of the body. 
All 
this time Mr. Otis was suffering the m ost in­ 
tense agony. 
Numerous antidotes w ere tiied 
but nothing seemed to relieve bis suffering. 
Dr. 4 lodges was summoned 
from H ug o ami 
before 1’i-ing fold what had 
occurred pro­ 
nounced the case one of poisoning. 
T h e doc­ 
tor was of the opinion that Mr. Otis had been 
bitten by a rattlesnake and at first positively 
refused to listen to or place any faith in the 
story abmi! the rabbit bite. 


Nothing that he administered in the least 
alle\ iated his patient’s pain, and the doctor 
was at a loss to know what to do.

two weeks Mr. Otis was a great sufferer, and 
at times in a very critical condition.

B e c a u se o f th e f a rt that the publishers have 
thu:» c a re fu lly an d honestly done what they 
sa id th e y w o u ld , an d have given only the best 
in m o d e rn fiction th e series is growing in pop­ 
u la rity a n d a ll lovers o f literature are delight­ 
e d t h a t su c h is th e fact. 
The boldness of 
h a r p e r a n d B ro th e rs in daring to publish the 
p ro d u c tio n s o f th e best writers in such a form 
a n d a t su c h a p rice as to give none the chance 
to sa y th e y co u ld no t afford to read good lit­ 
e ra tu re

Many of the 
p arag rap h s r e la te to the song on the same 
,'age, an d g iv e a h is to ry of the circumstances 
under w hich it \%as w ritten , and since many 
of the m u sica l selections are historic the 
notes becom e p a rtic u la rly attractive and in­ 
teresting. 


It w ould a lm o st Lie difficult to think of a 
song w hich is n o t in th is collection. 
There

If one has

gotten, he can find it here, w aiting like an old 
friend. 
T h e 113111ns, operatic arias from the 
best co m positions, b allad s and child sung»are 
all here, a n d a re a il lirst class. 
It is a hook 
which no o n e sh o u ld fail to own: it should 
find a place in ev e ry hom e. 
Never before, it 
may tru th fu lly b e said , has a song book been 
published a t o n ce so cheap, so good, and so 
com plete. 


W illiam B la c k is to-day one of the 1110s 
prolific, as h e is one of the most popular 
novelists « f th e d ay .

M r. Charles Bowen, a resident of this city, 
a t No. 2 (i2 Perry street,. at the commence­ 
m e n t of the war was a slave in F alkill coun­ 
ty , V irginia. 
He was pressed into the rebel 
se n d e e but succeeded in escaping to the union 
lin es in October, 18(52, and fell into the hands 
o f G eneral Hancock at Camp Griffin,Virginia. 
T h e general was so well pleased with him 
th a t he asked Mr. Brown to rem ain w ith him 
in th e capacity of a body-servant. 
H e did so, 
a n d w as with the general for nearly three 
y ears, passing through the great battles iu 
w h ich th e general was engaged. 
W hen the 
w a r closed General Hancock wrote a personal 
le tte r to a friend in Washington recommend­ 
in g his old servant, lirst m aking him promise 
th a t whenever he should be out of a po­ 
sitio n he would let him know of it at once. 
M r. B row n went to W ashington, worked 
th e re fo r some time, and becoming restless 
cam e w est, and after working for different 
p eo p le finally settled in Cleveland and began 
to follow his trade.

Shakespeare upon the 
Italian stage.. He had, been acquainted with 
the works of Shakespeare from boy hood, .and 
had been fascinated. by hls'glgantlc concep- 
tions..

constant study. He is never idle. He seems 
indefatigable.

It Is a mistake to suppose that if Guiteau 


were put upon trial in the District of Columbia 
for the murder of General Gariield and dis- 
charged for want of jurisdiction lie could not, 
for that reason,' be afterward tried in New 
Jersey. The provision of tlie constitution of 
the United States that no person shall be sub- 
ject for the same- offence to be twice put in 
jeopardy of life or limb would" not apply. It 
Is a settled principle of American criminal 
law. that if the former acquittal was for want 
of substance in setting forth the offence, or 
for want of jurisdiction in the court, so that 
for either of these causes no valid'judgment 
could have been Tendered, it is no bar to a 
second prosecution. The sufficiency of the 
bar is tes,ted by ascertaining whether the par- 
ty could legally have been convicted upon the 
previous indictment; for if he could not his 
lite or liberty was ,iiot in jeopardy.. If the 
death of General Garlield in the District ol 
Columbia was necessary to make the crime of 
his murder complete within the district, then 
the murder was not committed there,-and Gui- 
teau could not be regarded as having been put 
in peril of conviction of a crime of which the 
court before which he was arraigned conk 
not take Cognizance.

Tills is especially -the cnso 


witli tlie sandy soils of Maryland, Georgia and 
Alabama, previously covered witli pine for- 
ests. The black earth of Russia, one of the 
chief sources of the agricultural' wealth of the 
empire, is quickly cut up into huge ravines, 
and tlie finest soil in. Kurope .is being rapidly 
carried a way. to increase the-deltas of the 
Volga and Don, and to slit up the sea of Azov. 
During the great floods of 180(3 and 1808 in 
France and Switzerland, the wooded soils 
alone escaped being washed away. 
The 


immunity of the provinces of Biescia and. 
Bergamo from damage by the great Hoods 
of 1872 was chlefiy due to forestnl improve- 
ments. During ten years, tlie department of 
tlie Lower Alps lost sixty-one thousand acres 
of cultivated soil from the effects of torrents;, 
and the clearing of the forests of the Ardeohe 
has resulted in the covering up of seventy 
thousand, acres of good land with barren 
sand and gravel. 


It is thought by many that vegetation ele- 


vates'the surfiice as much as water depresses 
it. Tills, however, can only be the case when 
natural vegetation is suffered to decay on the 
ground in which it grew. In the case of cul- 
tivated crops, which only partly return to the 
soil, this elevation of the surface cannot take 
place; and its compensating effect being lost, 
denudation Is relatively greater from this 
cause alone. 


Hence, It appears that one result of man's 


influence, by laying bare large tracts of land 
for cultivation, has been greatly to increase 
the erosion of tlie surface. lii some instances, 
however, tlie action of man has been to check 
the natural transport ot sediment. This es- 
pecially has' been done lii the case of shifting 
sand-dunes and encroachments of the sea. 
Along that part of tho French coast which ex- 
tends from.the Girondu to thi) Adour, the sea 
throws up annually 1,345,000 cubic metres ot 
sand, which tho wind heaps up into hills and 
carries inland, overwhelming villages and 
converting streams into marshy pools. The 
annual progress of these sand-hills was so 
great-that in many parts of Bretague the lups 
of chimneys above a sea of sand alone mark- 
ed the site of buried villages.. The amount 
of duneland in Western Europe alone lias 
been estimated 10 cover more than a million 
acres; and still-larger deposits exist in parts 
of Africa, Asia and America. The destruc- 
tion caused by these shifting sands has; from 
an early date, attracted the attention of gov- 
ernments; and the result has been to check 
their ravages by careful planting. Thus has 
man's ingenuity been successfully opposed to 
the action .of the agencies which have caused 
those endless wastes of drifting sands in 
Poland, Peru and the United States; and to 
the devastation,.which has resulted hi the 
formation of the landau ot Gascony, Sologne 
opd Brenne', imd the Campijie .sandu of Bel- 
glum.

The Town Nearly "Destroyed by lire.

KOKOJIO, Col., October 13.—About half- 


past six this evening a fire started in the lamp 
room of the Summit House caused by the ex- 
plosion of a coal oil lamp. The flames spread 
with great rapidity until about 10 o'clock. 
Not one building of tlie main street and busi- 
ness portion of Kokomo remained standing. 
About eighty families are homeless and des- 
titute. The loss, is about 8400,000 at least;

They crossed the continental divide a dis- 
tance of 23 miles in 45 minutes, but were too 
late to give aid.

excitement was caused by the fire when it 
readied the powder magazines, and terrific 
explosions occurred. Tlie fire will probably 
smoulder for weeks. 


ANOT1IEK ACCOUNT. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., October 13.—The town 


of Kokomo, in Summit county, has been re- 
duced to ashes. The Herald gives the fol- 
lowing details: The fire commenced in the 
Summit House, by tlie 'exploding of a lamp 
and communicating with coal oil cans. The 
fire spread rapidly, a north wind blowing at 
the time and the south end of the town was 
burned. The wind then

and 


burned the north end of the town. The fire 
was stopped in that direction, by the tearing

Landerberger's mill, owned by Joseph • Har- 
vey, 1711 Ilandolph street, was burned to- 
night. 'The fire broke out about 0:45. The 
neighbors rushed to the building and saw the 
operatives at the windows on the third and 
fourth floors. They called to tho girls not 
to jump, as ladders would be brought, but 
several sprang from the windows. 
The 


shrieks of the people in the building where 
escape was cut 
oft', 
were heartrending. 


Most of them jumped to tho sidewalk, and a 
few escaped by the elevator rope. It is be- 
believed that half of those injured will die. 
At least twenty persons Avere injured. One 
girl is reported killed .outright by striking 
the iron steps. Some are thought to be bur- 
ied iu the ruiiis. The fire, it is supposed, 
originated from sparks from the electric 
light firing a lot of material on tlie second 
Jloo'r. 


AXimiEU ACCOUNT. 


The lire at Lauderberger's mill last night 


originated in the finishing room on the second 
floor and spread through, the building with 
amazing rapidity. About forty-five bands, 
twelve of whom were girls, were at work on 
the floor. The majority were engaged in the 
spinning and weaving departments on the up- 
per floor. The wooden stairways at either 
end of the building were soon ablaze. The 
bridge connecting tlie building with another 
mill was shut off from approach -by fire- 
proof doors, and in the absence of any fire 
escape a panic instantly ensued among the 
men and women confined within the build- 
Ing. They rushed to tlie windows and called 
frantically to the crowd below to 
save 


them. It was proposed by the crowd to form 
in tho street and catch the men and girls as 
they leaped out, but before {iiiything could be 
done a young woman leaped from the fifth 
stor,y. It seemed that every bone iu her body 
was broken, for she never spoke or breathed 
after striking tlie pavement. After this the 
imprisoned people seemed to become frenzied 
and though the crowd outside sought to en- 
courage them by shouting that help would 
shortly be there, they began to jump from the 
windows like sheep. When the firemen were 
able to enter the building they found on the 
third floor the bodies of two females burned 
almost to a crisp, and a man badly 'scorched 
and 
dead. 
iefore they could search 


further the fourth floor 'with its heavy ma- 
chinery came crashing through and they 
barely escaped with their lives. Tho firemen 
were compelled to desist from their labors 
because the floors had gone through to the 
ground, and machiuerj'i charred wood and 
what remained of the unfortunate operatives, 
ten or twelve, were mingled together in an 
unrecognizable mass, which was seething and 
sending out columns of steam as the cold 
water was poured upon it.

October .13.— The convention was 
called to order at 10:35, and the committee on 
contested seats reported, when a decision in 
favor .of the New York county democracy was 
announced. There was some cheering. The 
report was unanimously carried. Honorable 
E. Brooks was unanimously chosen permanent 
Chairman and addressed the convention. At 
the conclusion of tlie address tho secretary 
read the resolutions.

The assassination of the late presi- 
dent is deplored in all its .public and private 
aspects, and heartfelt sympathy for his fami- 
ly is expressed.. 


The platform favors hard money, denounces 


the republican support of the repudiation par- 
ties in Virginia, Minnesota, Mississippi and 
other states. The republican legislature of 
New York is also denounced for its corrup- 
tion and dishonesty.

The resolution was adopted without dissent 


and tlie nominations were proceeded with. 


Brooks hi his address deplored the death of 


Garfield at tlie hand of an assassin. He re- 
icrred feelingly to the death of tlie president. 


Referring to the election of 1876, he said: 
It becomes the democratic voters of this 
state neither to forget the past nor to forget 
the offense which practically disfranchised 
two states and thousands of American citi- 
zens in order to make a man president who 
had received neither the constitutional vote 
nor tho first election." Brooks spoke in ad- 
vocacy of honest elections, honest officials, 
honest money, free alilps and tariff for the 
revenue, affording liberal protection to every 
great interest. He denounced the greed of 
corporations.

a conspicuous member, and with sincere sor-. 
•ow by those who were personally acquainted 
with him. 


Doctor Holland was essentially and purely 


a literary man. - At the beginning of his, life 


was tempted to follow a professional life, 


iut after three years of medical practice he 
entered - upon a literary career, and to-the" 
day of his death: continued his literary and 
editorial' duties. We •"• 'publish • elsewhere 
a brief history of hislife^ajid.pientioii'a few 
of the very many worsts ,'6't>yhieii'he was tlie; 
author. These novels, histories, and poems, 
show him to have been a versatile wrlten, and • 
the fact that from his literary labors'he ac- 
quired an independent fortune, proves him'to 
have been a popular author as well.; There 
was that about his writings, and especially 
Ills poems which caught the popular faricy: 


and gained for the author a wide popularity. 
There has always been a; demand for his 
works, and whatever fault may be found 
with his literary style, and however much the 
subject matter Amy be criticised Dr. Holland 
will still be' . remembered as one, who 
wrote successfully and who had at the 
time of his death more admirers and more 
followers than many another writer who pro- 
tluced works far'superioiMo luVboth In lit-, 
erary style and intrinsic worth. It has often 
been considered remarkable that Doctor Hol- 
land should enjoy such universal popularity 
when there was'so much in his writings to 
criticise, but it was because he was possessed 
in an eminent degree of that rare power of 
tickling the popular fancy that he became 
and continued to be an editor, poet, novelist 
and lecturer with -a large and enthusiastic' 
following.

For the past ten years Dr. Holland has been 


the editor of Scribuer's Magazine. In this, 
field lie has been jjopulnr and successful, and 
has with tho aid of his liberal partner and co- 
laborer, Roswell Smith, brought the magazine 
prominently forward and has given it a place 
in tlie literary and artistic world which it 
could riot have reached had there not been 
in its editor some literary force and ability. 
Although surrounded by distinguished assist- 
ants who have done much to gain.for Scrib- 
ner its present position, still Doctor Holland 
.was the real and actual head and deserves 
full praise for the labors he performed and 
the ends he accomplished. In his editorial 
contributions to the Magazine he was at all 
times a conscientious writer upon the topics 
of the day, and, especially iir the cause of. 
temperance, and in favor of what was true, 
honest and manly. 
For political purity, 


against shams and conceits, his pen was al- 
ways active and through all the articles ran 
evidences that the writer himself was a man 
who believed in and practiced what he

And this was true. In private life Doctor 


Holland was what he wanted others to be, 
temperate, honest, manly and lovable. ' Who- 
ever has ,stood in his presence, and has con- 
versed .with him could not help being tor 
pressed with the fact that he. was a good 
uian. Th is may be considered praise enough; 
but he was not simply good himself, he 
helped others to be, so too. He advised the 
young, and encouraged them, and many an 
aspirant for literary fame has gone from Doc- 
tor Holland's office convinced that there was 
no caut In the nature of the successful man 
wholiad talked with hiui concerning the 4u: 
ties of life. It is not unlikely that one of the 
great reasons"why Doctor Holland has been so 
successful is that he wrote as he felt, and that 
the public recognized the fact. His, novels, 


perhaps, may be criticised as having too much 
of almost impossible goodness in their heroes 
and heroines, but the writer was earnest in 
desiring a higher standard of morality in so-- 
ciety, and may be excused for painting his 
characters too strongly, when It is remem- 
bered that he himself lived up to his high 
ideas. His words will be missed and so will 
his example. 


Matthew Vassar, who died recently, be 


queathed $80,000 to Vassar college with two 
professorship's, with the condition that the 
chairs must be occupied by male instructors. 
May Wright Sewell, of Indianapolis, Indiana, 
grows very indignant, and calls the bequest 
an $80,000 sneer. She tninks that it should 
be declined, as it is a reflection on the intel- 
lectual capacity, of woman. She calls on the 
women of America to give 580,000 to take 
tlie place of this bequest. This is simply 
silly. It would be much better to use the 
second 880,000 for two more professorships, 
and add the proviso that they must be filled 
only by women. This will not be regarded 
by men as an $80,000 sneer, and will increase 
the efficiency of a college for the education of 
wqmen. It it a bad policy to affix conditions 
to UetJUeslH, US IKJliruniinonto tl«r lnntilt»ilor« 
it is intended to help, but it is still worse 
policy to reject the gifts. We presume Miss 
or Mrs. Sewell will admit tlmt men can be 
found who will fill these chairs as well as 
women, and if so the efficiency of this Insti- 
tution is not impaired by the provision, 
which should be the real question 
to 


consider. 
As to the sneer, it is unfor- 


tunate that so many women-should go around 
with chips on their shoulders asking for an 
Insult. A provision of .the charter of Brown 
university is that its president shall be a 
Baptist minister. This does not imply that 
an Episcopal minister, 6r a man not a minis- 
ter, may not fill the position as_ well. It is 
simply tlie idea of tiie-founder. The Congre- 
gationalists, Episcopalians and Quakers, wl?o 
attend that college in large numbers, do not 
feel insulted. 
There is also no reason for a 


woman to be insulted by this condition of 
Matthew Vassar's bequest. Such appeals as 
Miss or Mrs. Sewell's bring into disrepute the 
whole subject of women's suffrage and re- 
forms of various kinds. 


The expulsion of Dr. Thomas from .'the 


Methodist ministry is exciting a good deal of 
comment. It is thought to indicate bigotry, 
narrowness, etc. But this is a mistake. 
The church does not affirm that DR. Thomas 
is not a Christian, but simply that he should 
not be minister in the church if he did not 
preach its doctrines. This is only reasonable. 
Unless the church did this, it should give up 
its creed. It would stultify itself, if it were 
to send out a teacher commissioned as an or- 
dained representative of| its church organi- 
zation who should teach contrary to its creed. 
Dr. Thomas, when he found his belief con- 
trary to that of his church, should' have set- 
tled the matter at once by withdrawing from 
the organization and uniting with another 
more in sympathy with his views. This 
would have prevented all schism, and is the 
dignified course for any man to take. It is 
not likely that the republican parfy"wouKt 
send out democratic stump speakers in a 
campaign, au.d there is no more reason in a 
church sending out teachers who preach doc- 
trines contrary, to its creed.

IRELAND'S TDTUBE. 


The dispatches from Ireland this morning 


are such as to warrant the belief that grave 
troubles are in store for that country. Parnell 
has been arrested on tlie general charge of 
creating disturbances and has been taken to 
jail. His arrest is an indirect, and indeed is 
almost a direct blow at the laud league of 
whicli he is the head. The government must 
have intended to take decisive action against 
the league, and has probably all the necessary 
plans laid to deal with it severely, or it would 
not not have made the arrest. It must have 
known tlmt by laying violent hands on so im- 
portant a person as Parnell much excitement 
would be caused throughout Ireland, and that 
it would he necessary to meet tlie outbreak 
with severe and prompt measures. 


The Irish question has now taken a new 


phase, it is one which must be dealt witli 
without gloves. Debates in parliament con- 
cerning it are atan end, and it must be solved in 
other ways. Those who imagined that the 
passage of tlie land act would settle it, and 
who looked to that measure as something 
which would work radical changes in Irish 
oouUinp.utjtvill be disappointed. The land 
leaguers have been suooiw'if »i i» Hgttin being the 
indirect means of stirring up social disorders 
and tlie English' government finds itself in a 
position where it must act Quickly and decis- 
ively. The country is ripe for open revolu- 
tion and the long half-expressed desires for 
change and for home government for Ireland 
are likely at this time to find free expression 
in desperate and determined-acts. 


The feeling among the majority of people 


in Ireland^'In favor of having all bonds sev- 
ered which connect their country with Eng- 
land. The agitators, either for unselfish love 
for Ireland or to gratify personal ambition, 
have done all in their power to keep this de- 
sire alive, and have by their words sought to 
fan it into lightwhenever itwas in danger of dy- 
ing out. Parnell and his followers have spoken 
on every'opportunity whh'h presented itself 
concerning tlie wrongs which they believe, or 
pretend to believe are suffered by their coun- 
trymen. They have been satisfied with noth- 
ing that did not look to independence, and 
have so worked.upon public opinions and in- 
dividual passions that the people will be very 
ready~t$}elieve that in the arrest of Parnell 
the English government has only given one 
more indication that it proposes to continue 
its hold upon Ireland and its' policy of what 
the Irish call tyranicill oppression. 


In view of what has already happened, the 


belief will be strengthened that Ireland- will 
not rest until she gains her much-desired in- 
dependence. So far all relief measures have 
had a temporary effect. The land act was 
tho most generous relief that England had 
ever given. It corrected many abuses, and by 
restricting the powers of the landlord and by 
giving the tenants many privileges never en- 
joyed before was an act which the Irish 
might well have .received with 
satisfac- 


tion. > Under 
it 
they 
might have 
en- 


joyed a fair degree if not a great 
de- 


gree^'of prosperity. 
It was indeed 
so 


•Hbeml that many would, have gladly enjoyed 
its provisions,.had,,the agitators ceased their 
revolutionary and disturbing speeches. But 
these men want much more than they have 
ever yet received. They know that even this 
relief .would not have been granted, had they 
not agitated the question.of Ireland's needs. 
The liberality of Gladstone only encouraged 
them to demand more from him. They con- 
tinued their complaints, and led their follow- 
ers to believe that disorders, agitation and de- 
fiance would secure for them national inde- 
pendence. Just so long as the people be- 
lieve there is this possibility, just so long will 
they overlook ail relief measures, and be 
satisfied with nothing short of what tliey ask 
for. 
: We do not mean to say that wise legislation 
cannot reconcile Ireland to remaining part of 
the British empire. The experiment 1ms not 
been really tried. Such fragmentary reme- 
dies for wrongs, as have been given by parlia 
ment, have been wrunjj'from the English peo 
pie by agitation and not'granted from a sense 
of justice. Only such relief has bean given 
as would quiet agitation. The last land act 
was generous, but the» Irish people was not in 
a condition to receive it properly. It was 
just, but not just enough - to wipe out 
live 
cciituries 
of 
wroug; 
it 
was 


friendly,' but not friendly, enough to des- 
troy the prejudices of fifteen generations. 
The Engfish people have been tardy in doing 
justice to Ireland, and the Irish people will 
be tardy in accepting justice. The two peo- 
ple are in such a condition now, that friendly 
acts do not pass for their full value. The 
fault is England's in the beginning because 
real cause has been given for Irish prejudice 
and n» proper effort made to remove Irish ig- 
norance, This does not justify any.of the re- 
cent foolish acts of the .Irish peovle under 
the lead of demagogues. It only explains, 
how a naturally' br,ave and generous people 
has been made the tool of unscrupulous dem- 
asjogues. 


Wiser statesmanship may prevent these 


periodic revolutions and may eventually bind 
Ireland as closely to the English people as the 
Scotch are. But there must be some assimi- 
lation. Many tilings must be taken into ac- 
count in bringing this about. The Irish poeple 
have a different religion. They are poor and 
ignorant. They do not travel and are as far 
from England as though living in America, 
The civilizing agents that have been actively 
working on the social and pblitical condition 
of England, have been almost foreign to Ire- 
land, for these reasons there are few 
points of sympathy between the two people and 
they have been drifting from each other. 
Something should be done to assimilate the 
ideas, hopes, and life of the two people. 
England can no lucre maintain her hold on 
the Irish people by simple force of arms, 
than Turkey cau on the Slavs and Greeks, 
T|ie> Irish must feel that they are a part of 
the great British empire and not a subjuga- 
tion • province under it. If ;there shall be 
some attenipt to settle this, Irish question in 
thls-wayj then we may expect to see Irish 
prejudice fade away, her ideas of indepen- 
dence given up, and her national life nnd pa- 
triotism merged Into that of the British eiu-

Let me sav, 
once for all, that I have no aspirations outside 
of my oflice. and that I can not foresee any 
contingency in which I shall ask or accept 
any office under the administration of Presi- 
dent Arthur. I have been too long the friend 
of tlie president, -uul too sincerely his friend, 
to wish him—in my behalf, at least—to ex- 
pose himself to even a suspicion of providing 
for a personal friend at public expense, es- 
pecially as that friend isn't in want of any- 
thing. 


"Secondly—Apparently becanse everything 


is not done at once in the star route cases by 
counsel who were retained only fifteen days 
ago, it is suggested tlmt there' is an intention 
to protect some one. There is no such inten- 
tion. Before I accepted a retainer 1 received 
tho strongest assurances that them was no 
disposition to protect any guilty person. It 
any one believes that Chester A. Arthur will 
either directly or indirectly interfere to pre- 
vent the ends of justice from being accom- 
plished, he doesn't know him; and if any one 
believes I propose to let up on any seemingly 
guilty man, unless he can be of use in convict- 
ing some one bigger or more guilty than him- 
self, I am vain enough to think he doesn't 
know me. I propose, so far as in my power, 
that every one shall have a fair trial, but that 
there be a trial in every case where counsel 
believe there is sufficient evidehce of guilt. 


"To relieve the specific anxiety of the 


world and others, let me add that the facts 
in the case of ex-Senator Dorsey have been 
gathered under the supervision of Mr. James 
and.Mr. MaeVeagh during months of faithful 
labor; The result is now in the hands of 
counsel, that they may reduce UIB charges to 
legal form; and as speedily as possible—I 
think within two or tlireii * isles'— the formal 
steps necessary to procure as-ubmissionof the 
case to a jury will be completed.

THE LATE PRESIDENT &AHHEI.D. 


Dr. Bliss' Report of His Ousa, 


The Medical Record of the 8th instant will 


publish a full review of the case of ttie late 
President Garfteld, by Dr. D. W. Bliss, and 
by the courtesy of that journal we are ena- 
bled to give the following extracts from it: 


After describing the events immediately 


following the shooting, Dr. Bliss proceeds to 
give the result of the formal consultation with 
Drs. Agnew and Hamilton on the Fourth of 
July. He says: 


"They individually examined the wound 


with great care. These examinations con- 
sisted in the introduction, in different direc- 
tions, of probes, flexible bougies, iu order, if 
possible, to determine the course of the ball. 
With the evidences developed by this per- 
sonal examination, together with the com- 
plete history of the shooting of the president, 
and the progress of the symptoms for the first 
forty-seven hours, they proceeded to discuss 
the possible course of the ball and organs in 
volved, viz., whether it passed directly forward 
into or through the liver, or was deflected 
backward, at a right angle so as to Involve 
the spinal 
column, 
or 
downward be- 


hind the peritoneum toward the pelvic cavity. 
Carefully weighing all the evidences, the 
'more prominent symptoms upon which the 
diagnosis was based are presented In the fol- 
lowing order: The relative position of the 
assassin to the president at the time of the 
shooting, the direction of the ball through the 
tissues, so far as safe exploration could deter- 
mine, gradual subsidence of modification o: 
pain and liypengsthesia of the feet and scro- 
tum; the repeated unsuccessful efforts to pass 
a probe or flexible instrument more than one- 


lalf inch in any.direction beyond the fractur- 
ed rib, a distance of about two inches. The 
'act also was considered that explorations had 
,wice besn made by the finger—one by myselt 
soon [after I reached the injured president, 
and subsequently by Surgeon-General Wales 
of the navy, ,on the occasion ot the consulta- 
ion of tho evening of July at 
and in each 


nstance it was found impossible to success- 
fully explore by that means beyond the inner 
mrtler of the fractured rib so as to determine, 
with accuracy, the course of the ball, or even 
:he condition of the tissues iiniicattul by the 
end of the huger. Nor did they underesti- 
mate the significance of the profound shock, 
nor the unusual period of collapse wliu-li fol- 
lowed and seemed to point to extensive lesion 
jf 
important viscera. 
However,

were 
not 
immediately 
involved, 
was 


made 
patent by the 
unrestrained, pas- 


sage 
of 
normal 
urine at 
proper in- 


tervals, the spontaneous movement from the 
bowels of natural freees, the frequent dis- 
charge of flatus, and the absence of other 
symptoms of peritonitis. With all these facts 
before them it was impossible to determine 
positively the course taken by the b.ill. 
The 


indications pointed to a dowifward course of 
the'ball into the pelvic cavity. Upon careful 
consideration of the foregoing facts anil of 
the opinions expressed by the distinguished 
counsel, we were inclined to recede from the 
opinion at first adopted reirardini; tlie sup- 
posed passage of the ball .through the liver. 
Thn propriety of making extensive incisions 
and dissections so iw to explore tlie fractured 
ribs and remove as much as might be neces- 
sary to reveal the true course of the ball, was 
duly considered. But the opinion was main- 
tained that the favorable progress of the presi- 
dent thus far did not warrant any interfer- 
ence, and further, such an operation would 
seriously complicate tlie case and diminish 
the prospects of recovery. The facts revealed 
by the autopsy confirm the wisdom of the 
course pursued. 
With this view all the sur- 


geons concurred." 


After continuing a history of the treatment 


of the patient up to tfie time of his death, Dr. 
Bliss savs: 


"I desire to say, in a brief review of the 


leading facts as to the general conduct of the 
case, .that it lias been apparent to the medi- 
cal reader that my. prognosis was favorable, 
and notwithstanding the mutations I augured 
a successful termination. If is but justice to 
myself to state that my prognosis was base:! 
on a lesion of minor importance. Had our 
diagnosis been correct, modern surgery slibuld 
Imve conducted the case to a successful ter- • 
mlnatlon. 1 believe the medical profession, 
whom I address, will bear me out that the 
prognosis was correct of the diagnosis had 
been also correct. I'was not. always able, 
during the progress of the case, to account 
for many of ths more profound symptoms, 
and yet could not succeed in learning of any 
more extensive or complicated lesion's than 
were first suspected. I desire to make the 
inquiry whether more extensive explorations 
could have been safely made, or whether the 
condition presented—a knowledge of the rel- 
ative'pisition of the patient to tlie assassin, 
the character of tho missile and the condition 
of the lesion and symptoms which fol- 
low—would have directed tlie hjvestiga- 
tion towaru the actual'track and lodgment of 
the ball, the track of the ball presenting a 
course of entrance downward and forward to 
the point of impingment upon the eleventh ' 
rib, and being then deflected to the left at al- 
most a right angle, passing behind tlie kid- 
ney, perforating the Intervertebral cartilage • 
and first lumbar vertebra? anterior ami to the 
left of the kidney, and finding its lodgment 
below the left extremity of the pancreas, 
wounding in its track the splenic artery.

Also whether the conditions could have been 
improved or mitigated,7 or his life' preserved 
longer by any other...line of treatment; 
whether,-in view of (he "facts, mb'derri"*con- 
servative surgery could offer anything more 
for the comfort or recovery of the illustrious 
patient.

"It is proper to state, in conclusion, that

Tunis are 
seizing the country in the name "of a ruler 
who has no power, and • are treating all re- 
sistance as rebellion, and shooting the natives 
with as much freedom as General Roberts 
shot the Afghans. 


It will be seen that all the great European 


countries are engaged In attending to their 
internal affairs and paying but' little atten- 
tion to their neighbor's, except France. And 
France Is engaged In a little fight with Timis 
to which all Europe is indifferent. Only 
England could take offense, because the pos- 
session Of Tunis by the French might pos- 
sibly threaten English supremacy In Egypt. 
But England evidently don't think of this 
remote possibility. The only real signifi- 
cance that this little war with Tunis has is 
that it Indicates a revival of the ancient de- 
sire of France to colonize.

This desire of France 
expressed In the Tunis campaign to extend 
her foreign possession has therefore some sig- 
nificance. The lessons of thepasthave not been 
well taught or learneU France has been most 
prosperous and Influential when|she has given 
her whole attention to the management of her 
Internal affairs. 


The fact that we have mentioned above that 


all European nations are occupied with their 
internal affairs argues well for the continu- 
ance of the general peace in Europe. All 
wars have been caused by some one nation 
intermeddling with the affairs of some elimi- 
nation. The last three European wars were 
caused In this way. Prussia, France; and 
Russia all caused the wars of 1800,1870 fand 
1877 by not attending to their own buslnfssr 
Had each of these countries been occupied 
with Internal affairs in the above-years, there 
would have been no wars. , The jealousies of 
European countries are now few. More than 
at 'any time during the present century, the 
map looks well, with the boundaries iu the 
proper- place, and this argues peace. 


The Chicago Inter-Ocean has an editorial 


under the head "Smoke Them Out" in which 
the president is called upon to continue the 
crusade inaugurated by the late president 
and" James against the Star route frauds.

Large 
deposits of, lignites, which. though inferior ii 
quality are better by for than no coal, have 
already been quite extensively developed, anc 
the bituminous beds of the Gunaison, La Plato 
and El Moro regions have been: proven val 
liable for coking purposes, and therefore 
almost indispensable to the si netting works 
in those districts. Quite recently it has 
been shown that in Gunnison county are 
deposits of excellent anthracite of sufflcieni 
extent to warrant high anticipations for the 
future. Iron proof low grade is abundant 
in many parts of the state, tb.ough it is only 
recently that any beds .of sufficient value to 
warrant the establishment of blast furnaces 
have been found. .The firsb furnace west of 
Missouri was lighted at PnebUy, Col., a few 
days ago, and is turning .out 'regularly and 
easily fifty-four tons of pig iron' daily, .with a 
prospect of increasing this, output to : eighty 
tons a day. All the iron and ooal used are 
mined in the state, and the product is said to 
be of good quality. The officers of this com- 
pany expect to turn out Bessemer steel for 
rails within the present year. This will save 
a vast expenditure in fnagbt for the railroad 
extensions so rapidly progressing iu the Cen- 
tennial state.

the approval of that which is right, and for 
their charitable judgment wherein I may 
come short in the discharge of my public du- 
ties. You may write down in your books now 
tlie largest percentage of blunders which you 
may think i will be likely to make, and you 
will be sure to find in the end that I have 
made more than you have calculated—many 
more. 


"This honor comes to me unsought. I have 


never had the presidential fever—not even for 
a day; nor have I It to-night. 1 have no feel- 
Ing of elation in view of the position I am call- 
ed upon to fill. I would thank God were I to- 
day a free lance In the house or senate. But 
it Is not to be, and I will go forward to meet 
the responsibilities and discharge the duties 
that are before with all the firmness and abil- 
ity I can command. I hope you will be able 
conscientiously to approve my conduct, and 
when I return to private life 1 wish you to 
give me another class meeting."

"Experience is a searching illuminator of 


the intellect as Well as a marvelous chastener 
of the will and heart. The options of men 
and women who have given their lives to1 a 
work so repulsive, disheartening and unpopu- 
lar as that which we call the temperance re- 
form linVo «. value which we who hid behind 
our ease, or shield ourselves ^vitli our Inade- 
quacy, or look on through the eye-glasses of 
our Inertia, or quiver beneath the yoke of our 
helplessness, cannot 
afford ''to underrate. 


Until we will, unless we cannot, go and do 
likewise, the testimony of a dedicated life 
should stand apart for us with something of 
the sacredness of a spirit's. To sneer at it \a 
ignoble. To respect it is a duty. To learn 
from It Is a privilege. There is a certain pre- 
sumption, indefinable as the evidence of con- 
secration, In favor of its conclusions. Against 
all mere worldllness of motive this presump 
tion Is immense. 


A writer in the Alpha says: "This world 


never had a series of statistics so horrible as 
would be the collated results of the Intemper- 
ate use of alcohol. In Norway the duty on 
spirits was removed, and lu twenty years the 
increase in insanity was fifty per cent.; but 
the increase of congenital Idiocy, one hundred 
and fifty per cent. Of three hundred idiots 
examined by the famous Dr. Howe, in Massa- 
chusetts, one hundred and forty-fi.ve were the 
children of intemperate parents. Dr. Morel, 
of France, says, that even when a child of 
drunken parents begins life with hope and 
industry, he Is suddenly, by some slight phys- 
ical change, or at a certain age, checked in his 
career, and a wretched incapacity overwhelms 
him;" 


"At a meeting in New York city, where 


Drs. Parker, \Villard, Ball, and others were 
present, these facts were brought out: 
The 


effect of alcoholic Inebriety, long continued, 
develops partial atrophy of the brain; and 
this is inherited. 
The bralu becomes too 


small for Its bony case, and so tends to luna- 
cy and idiocy. Dr. Morel, of France, watch- 
ed this diminishing of brain through several 
generations, and it led to insanity, imbecility, 
a tendency to homicide and suicide, and 
fortunately to extermination of the' stock. 
He showed further, that remedial art was 
powerless to deal with such sufferers. In Chi- 
cago I had a friend—and a fine, genial fell 
low, too—who put himself into an asylum, 
as a last hope, to escape this accumulated in- 
dulgence of. his fathers. 
I knew a family 


where the grandfather, himself inheriting the 
passion, drank himself into idiocy. 
Of five 


sons, four went into drunkards' graves. Of 
his grandsons, only one escaped. 
But the 


stock lias ; now come to Its apparent end. 
There areiperphaps, a score ofjthis generation 
living, but not one child among them." 
Dr. Cuyler says in a recent letter: "If you 


draw a line across Europe you will find nearly 
all the drunkenness exists to the north of-the 
fiftieth degree of latitude. There is some in- 
temperance iii the south of Europe, but it is 
not common. As you go north the havoc • of 
the bottle increases; and after all the observa- 
tions i have made I am persuaded that the 
nations in which drunkenness most abounds 
are Great, Britain, Ireland and America.

Massachusetts firemen's Eaoes, 


Colorado firemen are interested in and give 


much attention to racing. From the Fiteh- 
burg, Massachusetts, Sentinel, the GAZETTE 
reproduces the tests made at the annual pa- 
rade and inspection of that fire department 
which occurred on the 39th. Tlie distance 
run was not given, further than to mention 
from what points the start was made, and to 
what places attachments-were made. The 
tests consisted in making attachments to three 
plugs, and getting water through a line of 
fifty feet of hose each; then running a line of 
400 feet of hose "and taking the pipe to the top 
of a three-story building and getting water.

Frederic Soulld, MC-ry, Eugtoe Sue, m,d lost! 
not least, Victor Hugo, who is, beside Kar7 
the only survivor. Without seeking to discuss 
tiieir respective merits, It may be said that 
Karr's individuality was always strongly 
marked, sound common sense and love of 
nature being his chief characteristics. A 
profound observer and a keen critic, he has 
constantly fought abuse and injustice with- 
out caring whom he pleased or offended—a 
sure way to acquire more fame than wealth 
The two great attractions of his life have been 
the sea and the garden; cities he always 
shunned. After a long stay on the Norman 
coast at Etretat and Ste. Adresse, prompted bv 
that natural Instinct which leads us to seek a 
warmer clime when our blood becomes cold- 
er, he transferred his pentites to Nice, where 
he could still indulge his passion for the sea 
while he had much more scope for cultivat- 
ing his darling flowers. Nice pleased him 
much, but he complained of being too fre- 
quently interviewed by strangers; for, al- 
though a genial companion and a charming 
couscur, he cares not much for society. It 
was In vain he had affixed on his door this 
uninviting inscription: "On est prie de ne 
pas entrer;" people would persevere In bor- 
ing him. Here is an amusing instance of this 
mania for disturbing him In his cherished sol- 
itude. One day, While attending to his 
gardening operations, 
he heard a ring 


at the gate, and, being close by, 'he 
opened it himself. A Russian princess 
alighted from her carriage, and, judg- 
ing from the simplicity, not to say rusticity, 
of Karr's attire that he was a servant, or-. 
dered him haughtily to take her card to his 
master. He as haughtily returned It, saying 
she could not be received. The enraged lady 
departed vowing vengeance, and the next day 
brought a letter from her demanding the in- ' 
stant dismissal of that "impudent fellow." 
"That Impudent fellow was myself," wns 
Karr's brief reply. It Is useless to add that 
he is no courtier; yet he was a great favorite 
with the late empress of Russia and tlie 
grand duchesses, who not only put up with 
his blunt ways, but rather appeared to enjoy 
them.

Mr. J. P. Easterly, superintendent of 


schools for El Paso county, has just furnish- 
ed his report for the year ending August 81, 
1881, and from it we are enabled to gather 
some facts which will be of interest to our 
readers. 


There are now in the county twenty-five or- 


ganized school districts whose secretaries, 
with one exception, have all reported to the 
sounty superintendent, tins-being an increase 
qt one district over that of last year. Of these 
schools thirteen are now open; five will open 
before the first of January and the remainder 
will probably open with'the spring ter*m. The 
total school population of El Paso county is 
now 1,909, oYwiiich number' tU'l are males and 
968 females, this being a decrease of .83 
as compared 
with 
last 
year's 
report. 


Tills number only Includes children between 
the ages of 0 and 31. According to the re- 
port there are in the county 1,435 children 
between tlie ages of 0 and 10, and 414 chil- 
dren between the ages of 10 and 31. There 
are enrolled In the graded schools • 780 pupils 
of which number 383 are males and 897 fe- 
males. In the ungraded schools there are 
603, of this number 304 are males and S9» fe- 
males. It will thus be seen tlmt there arc in 
the county 600 children who do not attend 
school at all. Last year the total number of 
scholars enrolled iu tlie graded and ungraded 
schools were 1,334; thus it will be seen that 
while the school population has decreased the 
number of children attending school has in- 
creased by 59. 
. 


The average dally attendance at the schools 


during the year has been 795 while the aver- 
age attendance In 1880 was 737. The number 
of pupils enrolled in private schools includ- 
ing 108 in Colorado college is 288. 
Last 


year the number given as attending private 
schools was 94, thus showing an increase, of 
144. 


The salaries of teachers are given In Mr. 


Easterly's report from which these extracts 
are taken. It shows that the average month- 
ly salary paid to male teachers in the graded 
schools of the county is $130 while tlie female 
teachers are paid an average monthly salary 
of

paid to males. In the 
ungrad-

schools ^the

and the females .$41.75. 
While the salaries 


of male teachers in the ungraded remain un- 
changed as in comparison with those paid lost 
year, the monthly compensation to female 
teachers has been .increased about 8(5. In 
tlie graded schools thirteen teachers are em- 
ployed, and in the ungraded schools thirty are 
employed, making forty-three In all. 
Of 


this number, nine are males and thirty-four 
females. 


In El Paso county there is but one blind 


child, while the number of deaf mutes are 
placed at six; this number includes all be- 
tween tlie ages of four and twenty-two. Last 
year there was but one person aged over 31 in 
the county who was unable to either read or 
write. This year the same one remains. Be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and twenty-one 
only one person is charged with illiteracy. 


The average cost of educating each pupil in 


the graded schools during tlie year ,1881 has 
been $3.43, tlie same rate as that of 1880, 
while in the ungraded schools the tost Is 
placed at $4.53, being an increase of §1.00 
over the rate of 1880. During the year 1881 
no school bonds have been issued and none 
redeemed. The present bonded indebtedness 
of El Paso county for school purposes 
amounts to $35,000. For 1881 the lowest av- 
erage tax levy 'for school purposes -was two 
mills, and the highest tax levy was fifteen 
mills. 


There are now in El Paso county twenty- 


five school houses valued at-^lncludlng sites, 
furniture, etc., 846,590. The school buildings 
are valued at $3,375 less than iu 1880, and still 
one new building has been constructed during 
this year. 


The seating capacity of these school houses 


lsl,337'aud the number of volumes In the 
school libraries is 453. The assessed valua- 
tion of property on which tlie school levy was 
based is 84,313,435, of this amount 9138,600 
is the valuation of unorganized territory. 


In the matter of school furniture we take 


tlie following from tlie report: The number 
of school districts furnished with suitable reg- 
isters is 34, with record and' order books 33, 
with an unabridged dictionary 6, with globes 
7, with wall maps 7, with black boards 3:i. 


The amount of general fund' collected as 


certified to by the county treasurer is 89,123.- 
40; amount received from fines, sale of es- 
trays, etc. $131; amount apportioned to school 
.districts $0,254.40; county superintendent's 
compensation $648,10.

During tlie year 38 applicants were exam- 


ined for certificates, of which number 7 were 
males and 31 females. First grade certificates 
were issued to the number of 8, second grade 
to the number of 0 and third grade to .the 
number of 18. Only one of the 38 applicants 
for certificates was rejected. 
Of the certifi- 


cates granted 15 were to females aiid 13 to 
males.

Meeting of the Jlortionltnral Society. 


Tlie El Paso County Horticultural .society 


met last evening in the council rooms. 
In 


the absence of President Parsons Mr. Charles 
Ayer was elected. president pro tern. The 
corresponding secretary, 11. T. Crawford, 
acted as secretary. 


Major McAllister exhibited samples of the 


Wine Sap apple, also of second growth of 
Concord grape. A discussion ensued respect- 
ing the best kinds of apples to grow here, the 
conclusion being general that we can grow 
summer and early autumn varieties to the 
best advantage and with the greatest certainty.. 


: Mr. Crawford thought that the Hyslop and 
Transcendent crabs were the best apples of 
their kinds. 


Mr. Ilodgman thought much more of the 


Transcendent than of the Hyslop. 


Major McAllister thought the Transcendent 


was better than the Hyslop and somewhat' 
hardier. 


Mr. Cosson alluded to tlie 'fact that the ap- 


ple trees in Mr. Bush's garden, although some 
ten or eleven years old, were not bearing as 
they did a few years ago, and .thought that It 
might be owing to their being planted among 
his strawberries and got too much water. 


Mr. Crawford thought that their productive- 


ness would, be Increased by a vigorous .root 
pruning, in which view Mr. Ayer coincided. 


The subject of grape cultifrcvbelng..jntrQv 


duced, Major McAllister read an article from 
the Gardener's Monthly respecting, tlie Pock- 
lington grape, and strongly recommended giv- 
ing it a trial. Mr. Crawford thought highly 
of this grape, as did also Mr. Cosson. The 
Amber Queen, Moore's Early and Lady grape 
were also spoken of. Mr. Cosson said that a 
certain prominent fruit grower had hesitated 
to recommend the latter, and he considered 
that there were some doubts respecting its 
merits. He thought that Moore's Snrly was 
a good grape and could be successfully grown 
here: Mr. Ilodgman and others .participated 
in-the discussion. 


Anew member, whose name we did not get, 


asked some questions .respecting tlie culture 
of strawberries here and gave an interesting 
statement of the method of retarding the rip- 
ening of these berries in the east by means 
of heavy mulching when the ground was hard 
frozen Iu tlie spring. He stated that he had 
kept them back two weeks by this treatment. 


Mr. Crawford exhibited some branches of 


splendid Belle De Fontenay and Gregg rasp- 
berries, filled with fine ripe berries of fine 
flavor. He stated that, they were from slips 
planted last spring. He proposed covering all 
his raspberries carefully before winter sets in. 


After some remarks touching the mulching 


of strawberry plants, the society, adjourned 
to meet on Saturday, October 15th, at eight 
o'clock, in the same place. 


In accordance with tlie call issued by Mr.H. 


A. Wilson, chairman pro tern, of the precinct 
committee, the republican voters of pre- 
cinct No. 0 of El Paso county assembled at 
the court house yesterday afternoon for the 
purpose of nominating by ballot twenty del- 
egates to the county convention and candi- 
dates for justice of the peace, constable and 
road overseer. 
The polls opened at 8 o'clock 


at which'time quite a large number of voters 
had gathered at the polling place. 
More ex- 


citement prevailed at the polls than at any 
other primary election which lias taken place 
in Colorado Springs for some years, the issue 
being principally over the candidates for jus- 
tice of the peace. Carriages were brought into 
service to convey voters to.niul from the. polls 
and there was apparently more commotion' 
than upon regular election days. The two 
candidates for justice of the peace, lanthus 
Bentley and E. 11. Hooke, were upon the 
ground advocating their own interests, wnile 
numerous friends of both aspirants were also 
working faithfully. It Was noticeable that 
many voters who usually take no interest in 
tlie result of primary elections came out and 
east their ballots, and it was evident at the 
first opening of the polls that an exceedingly 
large vote would be cast. Up to 7'o'cloclt, 
the time set for the closing of the polls, voters 
continued to come, and fully two-thirds of the 
entire number of votes were cast after half 
past five. Some ill feeling prevailed at the 
polls over the contest for justice of the peace. 


Tlie judges of election did not complete the 


counting of the ballots until 10 p. in., at which 
time it was ascertained that 328 votes had 
been cast in all. On eight of the tickets the 
names of tlie delegates had been scratched off 
entirely. In the final summing up the follow- 
ing was the result of the vote for the del- 
egates to the county convention which meets 
next Saturday, October 15:

A PUGILISTIC TRAMP. 


He Attempts to Bun a Denver and Bio 


Grande Freight Train, 


At an early hour yesterday morning a 


tramp boarded.a south bound freight train be- 
tween Larkspur and tlie Divide intent on 
stealing a ride. He was allowed by the brake- 
men to remain on . the train until it reached 
tlie Divide where lie was requested to jump 
off. 
He at first explicitly refused to leave the 


train, but seeing that the brakeman was de- 
termined iu his request lie finally did so, 
although very reluctantly. 
As the train 


started to leave Divide station lie shook his 
Ant iu a very defiant manner and threatened 
to get even with him. 


Notli Ing more was thought of the matter by 


the brakeman, but as the train was approach- 
ing Colorado Springs he discovered that the 
tramp had again boarded the train and was 
secreted in one of the freight cars. He .In 
company with one other brakeman entered 
the car in which tlie tramp was secreted and 
again ordered him to leave the train. He was 
even more defiant upon this occasion and posi- 
tively refused to leave th(5 car until it reached 
Colorado Springs. The train was slacked up 
a little and the brakemen between them man- 
aged to eject tlie belligerent tramp from the 
car just as the tram stopped at the north end 
of the depot siding. Mr. Tramp had no soon- 
er landed on the ground than he began to 
bombard the brakemen in a most furious 
manner. One of the brakemen was hit hi tlie 
hack of the head by one of .the missies and 
was knocked senseless while the other was 
also seriously injured. By this time the oth- 
er train men and employes about the depot 
!saw what was • going on and at once came to 
ithe rescue. Seeing that lie would probably 
be roughly handled, the tramp started on a 
lively run across the Monument bottom and 
three or four of the train men joined in the 
ichase. it took but a little while for them to 
realize that the tramp was an expert runner 
and he experienced but little difficulty in at- 
taining and keeping a good lead. 


All soon gave up the chase, and the tramp 


could be seen sitting on an adjoining hill tak- 
ing a rest and watching his pursuers.

Sheriff Dana and the marshal were'notified of 
the occurrence, and mounting two horses 
they soon succeeded in rounding up the 
tramp.

man came running into a doctor's oflice o0 
Tejon street, and in a very excited manner 
stated that a woman residing in the north- 
eastern part of the city had been severely 
burned, and required his services immediate- 
ly. A reporter of the GA/ICTTE who hap- 
pened to be in the vicinity at the time, read- 
ily noticed that something unusual had hap- 
pened, and upon enquiring, learned the fol- 
lowing particulars of the case: 
• 


It appears that shortly after dark last eve- 


ning, Mrs. John Shcldrick, livirig in the ex- 
treme northeastern limits of tlie city, while 
preparing a kerosene lamp for. lighting was 
seriously,

not 
dangerously 
burned.

that- 
Mrs. 


Sheldi'ick was engaged in cither screwing on 
or unscrewing the top of the lamp, and at the 
time wns standing near the stove. In screw- 
ing thu top Mrs. Shelilridc thinks tlmt she 
itH'iecl the top of the lamp, nllowbig the oil 
lo spill upon this stove hearth wherc'it ignited 
ill id rapidly connected with her clothes and 
thence to the oil in the lamp, causing it to ex- 
plode. The explosion allovyed the oil to sat- 
urate Mrs. Sheldrick's. clothes and she was 
soon entirely enveloped in tlamesi She ran 
frantically to and fro in her efforts to extin- 
guish tlie flames' which threatened to destroy 
her life. 


Mr. Snyder, :i gentleman who happened to 


be in the house at the time, overheard her 
screams of agony, and rushed to the'rescue. 
Ho took in the situation at a glance,-'and as 
speedily as possible, snatched a heavy woolen 
blanket from an adjoining bed, which he 
wrapped about the burning form, of Mrs. 
Sheldrlck. By this time nearly all of the 
outer garments had been entirely burned, 
while the under garments hung in shreds 
about the then inanimate form. Tlie appli- 
cation of the blanket smouldered the flames 
and as soon as possible the burning garments 
were torn from the body. 


It was seen that the woman's Injuries were 


terrible and medical assistance woe speedily 
summoned. The parts of the body most ser- 
iously burned are the lower part of tlie limbs 
and the hands and arms. From tlie hands 
and arms the tlesli fairly hung In shreds and 
in places the flesh was crisp to the bone. 
The only part of the body not blistered was 
protected by the lady's corsets. The agonies 
sufforcd by the woman before'line application 
of cooling chemicals and Urn administration 
morphine were terrible In the extreme. 
Many pf the burns arc. deep and extremely 
dangerous. 
— 


Like too many instances tlie burning was 


not caused by carelessness but by a mere ac- 
cident although had Mrs. Sheldriok taken the 
recaution to stand further from the stove 
•hile preparing the lamp the accideiit would 
ever have occurred. Mrs. Sheldrick is confi- 
dent that she crushed the lamp iu her hands 
vhllo attempting to screw the top. This 
ecms almost impossible for it was afterwards 
otlced that the lamp was shattered in a 
liousand pieces and It was very evident that 
t had been done by tlie explosion. Tills is 
lie second accident of a similar nature that 
as.occurred within a year the first one prov- 
ng fatal. People can never be too careful 
vitli kerosene.

Boston Wool Market. 


Messrs. Denny, Rice & Co. make the foi 


owing report concerning the condition of the 
wool market: 


The total receipts of wool at this port dur- 


ng the past week comprise QUO bales do- 
nestic and 1477 foreign, against 48T4 bales 
lomestic and 141 foreign for the same time 
ast year. The total receipts since January 
t, 1S81, comprise 290,254 bales domestic and 
24,406 bales foreign, against 200,060 bales do- 
mestic and 87,004 bales foreign for the cor- 
responding period of 1880. 


The sales.for the week comprise 2,208,971 


Ibs. of domestic fleece and pulled and 244,- 
600 ibs. of foreign, making the week's trans- 
actions foot np 2,453,271 Ibs., against 2,474,- 
084 Ibs., and 3,731,472 Ibs. for the two pre- 
vious weeks' transactions. 


The market has been less active but when 


the immense transactions of previous weeks 
are taken into consideration, it is not surpris- 
ing that there should be a lull. Indeed, it is 
exactly what might be expected. Last week 
was a broken one, hence the small sales were 
accounted for, but there can be no such ex- 
planation of the present dullness, and it can 
only be because manufacturers,, for reasons 
best known . to themselves, are not buying. 
The extremely high rate for money may have 
had something to do with keeping buyers 
away, and were it to last the market might de- 
cline undur weak holders being obliged to sell 
to raise money. But as a rule holders are very 
strong, and rather more inclined to look for 
higher than lower prices, 
as they can- 


not replace their stock at selling prices in the 
country, ' Freights, too, will be advancing 
shortly, and wool vill costleven'ntorethan 
now. 
Staple wools continue in good demand 


and for such prices are strong. 
It is claimed 


that some undesirable descriptions of wool 
are being offered at less than a week'ago, but 
the sales show no weakness, although it is 
also true that'lots conld not be disposed of as 
readily to manufacturers as a week ago. The 
country markets hold strong. In Michigan 
and Wisconsin wool is held at 40c, with smne 
at higher prices. In Ohio and elsewhere 
prices are firm but unchanged. The fall 
wools are accumulating in San Francisco, 
and the piices asked there are the same that 
can be obtained here, leaving nothing for ex- 
penses and profits.

POISONOUS BABBITS. 


Their Bite as Venomous as that of a Battle- 


snake.- 


It was said among the Pottawattamie In- 


dians who inhabit the northern peninsula of 
Michigan, that the bite of certain species of 
rabbit known in that locality, was venomous, 
but never until yesterdny.did we learn that 
the bite of the jack rabbits which are so nu- 
merous on the Colorado plains was consider*- 
ed poisonous. The lamb and the rabbit have 
always been looked upon as being the two 
most harmless creatures in existence. 


Major Jim Otis, who came in from his 


ranch 0.11 Horse creek, relates a story which 
we have every reason to believe. Marvelous 
as it may seem Mr. Otis says that on Septem- 
ber 22d, he was bitten by a rabbit in the 
fleshy part of the thumb, from the,effects of 
which he has not ynt fully recovered. 


For two weeks after deceiving the bite bis 


life was despaired of, but owing to the con- 
stant and proficient attention of Dr. Hodges, 
of Hugo, he was saved.

OFFICIAL OPINION. 


How the Votes on the Capital Question are 


t'o be Oast. 


County Clerk Eaton yesterday received from 


Secretary of State Meldrum the following 
opinion on the manner in which the ballots 
for the capital are fo be cast as given by At- 
torney General Charles H. Toll': 


Section three of the act passed by the las 


general assembly entitled 'An act to pro- 
vide for submitting the question of the per 
nianent location of the seat of government, 
etc., provides that a'l persons voting on suit 
question shall vote by separate ballot. 


The 'effect of this provision is to prohibi 


any qualified'elector, voting upon the question 
from Attaching his ballot'upon this questloi 
to any ballot which he may cnst for the elec 
tiou of any officer or officers, at the same elec 
tion. The ballot upon this question must be 
separale and cannot be counted if made n par 
of the ballot cast for the election of officers, 


I may add that it is not necessary, as ha 


been suggested, that a special board of judge 
of election should be appointed, nor is the ap 
pointment of special clerks for the entry o 
the name of the voter and tne number of 111 
vote upon this question, requisite. A separate 
ballot box. should, however, be provided fo 
each precinct by the board of county commis 
sinners of each county for the reception o 
votes cast upon this question, and the judge 
of election should deposit in 
such separ- 


ate 
ballot 
box all . ballots 
cast' upon 


the 
question 
of 
a permanent location 


of 
the seat 
of 
government 
and

others. The ballots cast upon this question 
should be numbered in the older in which they 
•uc received, as is provided by the general 
liiws in reference to votes cast upon the elec- 
i ion of ollicers and the clerks of the board of 
judges of-election should so. register such bal- 
lots."

William Black is to-day one of the mos 


prolific, as he ,1s one of the most popular 
novelists of the day. His novels appear so 
often that it becomes surprising how he can 
write so uniformly well and carefully, lie 
dpes not fall inty the slovenly style as many 
do who write often, and who are what is 
called "day popular," and his latest novel, 
/Thsit Ucautit'til W retell" has all thvcharm and 
literary nu-rit of "A Daughter of Hoth" and 
"A Princess of Tlml?," which llrst brought 
him his reputation as a delicate, subtle writer, 
who was possessed of a power of giving 
graphic descriptions very seldom found in 
novelists.

The paintings of character in this 
novel, the'conversations aiid situations are 
not strongly dramatic, but there is, however, 
a freshness which is thoroughly enjoyable, 
and no chapter is for a moment tame or tire- 
some.

Wretch" will be readily placed in many 
libraries and read for days with pleasure and 
satisfaction.

Mr. Charles Bowen, a resident of this city, 


at No. 263 Perry street,. at the commence- 
ment of the war was a slave in Falklll coun- 
y, Virginia. He was pressed into the rebel 
service but succeeded in escaping to the union 
ines in October, 1862, and fell into the hands 
of General Hancock at Camp Griffin,Virginia. 
The general was so well pleased with him 
.hat he asked Mr. Brown to remain with him 
n the capacity of a body-servant. He did so, 
and was with the general f or nearly tliree 
years, passing through the great battles in 
which the general was engaged. When the 
war closed General Hancock wrote a personal 
etter-to a friend in Washington recommend- 
ing his old servant, first making him promise 
Jiat whenever he should be out of a jio- 
sition he would let him know of it at once. 
Mr. Brown went to AVashington, worked 
there for some time, and becoming restless 
lame west, and after working for different 
people finally settled in Cleveland and began 
w follow his trade. Hearing that General 
Sancock was in the city, the guest of Colonel 
W. H. Harris, Mr. Brown called upon him 
Sunday morning. He was informed by an aid 
hat the general had gone to church. Mr. 
Brown stated that he was his servant during 
the war anil expressed on earnest desire to 
see him. He was asked to take a seat and 
await the return from church. Soon a car- 
riage drove up andVthe Eepi 
ahTimmediately" Informed him that his. old 
servant who had been with him through the 
war was sitting on the lawn and desired to 
see him. General Hancock immediately'pro- 
ceeded to where Mr. Brown was 'seated, and 
recognizing him long before he reached him 
extended his hand and rushing up grasped 
he hand of the old servant, who had been 
with him during so many trying scenes, 
vrung it with every manifestation of delight, 
wiille tears filled the eyes of both and neither 
f them spoke for some time. At last the 
general had Air. Brown sit down and made 


im relate every thing that the latter had 


done sinee the war, and again made him re- 
lew the old promise that if anything should 
lappen to him he would inform the* general, 
nd that ample provision should be made for 
im.
